beare all the miſeries and hazardes of warlike affaires. 
A Souldier.is-generally to be choſen berwixt 18. and 
46. yeares, | 

Moreouer, I ſuppoſe it moftnecefſarie,that enery man 
according to the nature efhis body, and inclined motion 
of his minde, mate cle&ion of his armes and weapons, 
as Of pike, halberr, or hargabuſe : my -

ought to be had to thepreportion of his perſon, and to 
cake ſuch armes as doth beſt agree with the ſame: toa tall 
man a pike, to-a meaneftature a halberd, and to.2 little 
nimbleperſon a pecce. Bur if he preferre his proper diſ- 
polition betore the qualitie of his perſon, it is very neceſ- 
ſaric heexerciſerhat weapon ke makes choiſe of, tothe 
intenthe mayartraine vnto a moſt perfe& praQtiſe of the 
fame, for as no man at the: firſt time when he takes any 
toole orinſtrurhent in his þand, growes immediately at 
that inſtant to: be a perfe&artificer : euen ſo it is with a 
Souldier,vntill experience hath inſtruted him : touching 
which I meaneto ſay ſomewhat. Ny 
He which ſeckes to attaine and attribute to himſelte 
the honourable name ofa Souldier, mult firft employ his 
time in praiſe of thoſe armes wherewith he meanesto 
ſerue, and ſo apply his time, that when any-en 
ſhall call him forth to make proofe thereof, he may be a- 
ble to handle his peece with due dexterity , and his pike 
with an afſured agilitie : ſincethofe be the weapons wher- 
with now Mars doth moſt commonly arme his warlike 
troupe, and trie each doubtfull fight'of bloudy bartaile: 
forin this our age experience and'praciſe makes appa- 
rantthat Archers amongſt forreine Nations be neuer v- 
ſed, and the halberd bur either amongſt few or few i 
number. The Archer ſerues to ſmall ſe, butwhen 
he is ſhadowed with ſome trench or bulwarke free from 
hargabuſe or- musket-ſhot : Or that lyning a band of 
Hargabuliers, hee doth fecond them in any-inzading 
onſet, and then a whole flight of arrowes, fo that they be 
lightand able to flie abone twelueſcore, will maruellou(- 


ly gaule any maine battell of footemen or ronof

A ſouldier ought to be carefull that his furniture bee 
good, ſubſtantial and ſtaunch from raine, the charge of 
his flaske iuft for his peece , and the ſpring quicke and 
ſharpe: T hepipe of his touch-box ſomewhat wide, that 
the pouder may haue free paſſage, which otherwiſe 
would choake vp. 

Intime of marching, and trauelling by the way let 
him keepe a paper in the panne and tutch-hole, and in 
wet weather haue a caſc for his peece ſomewhat portable, 
orelſe of neceſhitic he muſt keepe the fame fromwer vn- 
der his arme-hole or cafſocke, or by: ſome other inyenti- 
on free from damage of the weather, and his match in his 
pocket, onely that except which he burnes: and 'thar like- 
wiſe ſocloſe in the hollow of his hand, or ſomearrificiall 
pipe of pewter hanging at his girdle , as the coaleby wet 
or water go not our.

His (courer muſt be trimmed. on the end with a linnen- 
cloth ofa ſufficient ſubſtance , therewith to make cleane 
the cannon of his pecce within. 'The oneend or his (cou- 
ring ticke ought to haue around end of bone of iuſt big- 
nellz with the mouth of his peece, therewithall at his

pleaſure toramme in-pouder andpaper, or in ſteed of pa-

Bur to returne to my matter, let a ſouldier haue hang-- 
ingeuer at the ſtrings ot his tutch-box,or ſome other rea- 
die part of his garment, a couple of proyning 'pinnes at 
the leaſt, tharif by fortune the tutch-hole of his peece be 
ſtopped or farred vp, hee may therewith both'make his 

an cleane, and yceld a ready paſlage'that the fire may 
Tra her courſe, by incorporating both the tutch-pouder 
without, and the corne-pouder -within together. But a 
ready Souldierwill alwaies fore-ſee-thar the tutch hole 
beſo wide, as the pouder withsut in the pan may haue 
free concourſe to that within the pecce, thereby to haſten 
more ſpeedy diſcharge, conſidering a ſouldier cannot 
hane leaſureand commoditie to proine his peece at all 
times, but muſt of neceflitie vie a great dexterity. 

Bur ſince Iam falne into the ſpeech ofaquicke charge, 
and nimblediſcharge,I will by the way declare the opini- 
on of certaine nations therein.” 1 

Experience of late daies hath-taughr vs, that thoſe 
Nations which follow the watres, inuent euery way how 
they may endomage the enemie-in all their enterpriſes, 
bur eſpecially inskirmiſh; which for-the'moſt part con- 
lifts in thor, and by ſuch as can withtheeye of his minde 
make an aſſured lenell, and with a nimble diſcharge, both 
chooſe out and kill his enemie. 42 EO 

Andtherefore thoſe - fouldiers which in our timehau 
beene-for.the moſt: part leuied/in the Low-countries, 
- eſpecially 
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eſpecially, thoſe of 4rtojes and Henaule, called bythe ge. 
nerall on of Wallownes hane vicd to hang —_— 
neckes, vpon a baudricke or border, or at their girdles 
certaine pipes which they call charges, of copperand tin 
made with couers, which they thinke in skirmiſh to bee 
the moſt readic way. But the Spaniard diſpiling thar 
order, doth altogether vc his flaske. 

The French-man, both charge and flaske. But ſome of 
our Exgliſh-natien, their pocket, which in reſpe& of che 
danger. of the ſparkes of their match , the vncertaine 
charge, the expence and ſpoile of pouder, the diſcom- 
moditicofwet, I account more apt for the: ſhow of a 
triumph and wanton skirmilh before Ladies and Gentle- 
women, then fit forthe field, in a day of feruice in the 
ficeofthe enemy: and in like ſortthe charge which either 
doth ſhed and looſe his pouder whilſt a Souldier doth - 
trauerſe bis ground, or elſe is ſo cleddered and rammed 
together, that he ſhall be forced ſometimes to faile of 
halfehis charge. Therefore I conclude with the Spaniard, 
thata good flaske is that which is moſt warlike and ready 
in ſeruice without the Curious helpe of any extraordinary 
invention. 

One of the greateſt helpes conſiſts in | 9" and 
martck : for a Souldier muſteyer buy his pouder ſharpen 
taſte, well incorporate with ſalt-peter , and not full of 
caole-duſt. Lethimaccuſtome to drie his pouderif hee 
can inthe ſunne, firſt ſprinkled ouer with Aque-vite or 
ſtrong Claret-wine &c.. Let him make his turch-pouder, 
being finely farſed and ſifted, with quick-pale , which is 
to be boughtatthe Pouder-makers or Apothecaries : and 
lethis match be fo beiled in aſhes, lyeand pouder, that ir 
will both burne well, carrie along coale, and chat will 
nor 
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not breake off with the touch of your finger. The prepa- 
rations will at the firſtrouch giue fire, and procurea vio- 
lent, ſpeedy, and thundering diſcharge. Some vie brim- 
ſtone finely pondered in their tutch-pouder, butthat turs 
and ſtops vp your breech and tutch-hole. 

The buller of a ſouldiers peece mult be of aiuft big- 
neſſe with the mouth of rhe ſame, ſo that falling in 
{moothly, it may driue downe, and cloſe vp the mouth 
of the ponder. Some contrary to the Jawes of the field 
vſe chaine- ſhot, and quarter-ſhot, which is goodin the 
defence ofa breach , to keepe a fortreſſe, orvpon ſhip- 
board: but being daily vſed, it will gaule a-pecee within, 
and put itin hazard to breake, ſpecially in a long skirmiſh 
when the barrell is hot. Ty 

Note that after his peece is very hoate, let the Soul- 
dier if he can, giue ſomewhat a leſle charge for feareof 
burſting his peece, vnleſſe he haue good triallrhereof. If 
the ſtocke of his peece be crooked, heoughtto placethe 
end iuft before aboue his left pappe : if long and firaighe, 
as the Spaxrards vie them,then yponthe point of his right 
ſhoulder, vling a ſtately vpright pace in diſcharge. 

It is not in vaineto aduertiſe him, that in skirmilh hee 
mult hold his peecebetwixt his thombe andthe ends of 
his fingers, which I account a ſure meane , betwixt gri- 
ping of the barrell, and layingthe ſame onely vpon his 
foremoſt finger and thombe, for the oneis ouer dange- 
rous, and the otheraltogether vaſteedy. 

I iudgeit-likewiſe moſt conuenient for him, to take 
hold of his peece with his left hand in that part of the 
wood ( wherein the barrelllies) there as the peece is of 
moſt cquallballance. Although ſome accuftome them-' 
{clues to hold itiuſt vnder the cocke , by reaſon WI 
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he ſhall be enforced to change his hand if he charge out 
of a flaske, into the midft of the peece, to bring downe 
the mourh to his flaske which is great delay and hinde- 
rance in skirmiſh. So to conclude, he that meanes to be 
accompred a forward and perfe& good ſhot, by continu- 
all exerciſe muſt be ſoready, that in all particular points 
touching his peece, pouder, match , bullets, and the ve 
_ of them, that he neither be to ſecke, nor grow amazed 
in the furious rage of Bellonas fiery $kirmilhes, her ſud- 
daine ſurpriſes, and bloody ſlaughter of dingerous af- 
ſaulrs of cruell batrailes. - 

The Musketis to be vſed in all reſpeRs like vatothe 
Hargabule, ſaue that in reſpeRhe carries a double bul- 
let, and is much more weightie. He vſcth a ſtaffe þrealt- 
' high, inthe oneendapike to pitch inthe ground, and in 
the other an iron forke to reſt his peece vpon, and a hoale 
2 little beneath the ſame in the ſtafte : whereunto he doth 
adde a firing, which tied and wrapped about his wreft, 
yoeles him commodity to traine his forke or ſtaffe after 

im whilſt he in skirmiſh doth charge his Muskert afreſh 
with pouderand bullet. | 

Now to ſpeake ſomewhat of a Pike-mans charge, 4 
few words ſhall ſuffice, becauſe I will not be ouer-redi- 
ous. Ler himJearneto tote his pike, couch and croſle 
the ſame, to receiue the violent charge of Horſe-men, 
to front the furious ſhocke of foote-men, and beableto 
furniſh our his fight both a farre-off and neere hand : 
Which Notes with-thelike will be ſufficient , by reaſon 
that he is forthe moſt part put to ſtand in a maine and 
{quare-battaile. Both the Hargabulier and Pike-man 
muſt wearea ſhort rapierand a ſmall poinado : for if in 
the middeſt of Encounters and Skirmiſhes , they bedri- 
uen 
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zen to vic them, their length is an occaſion they cannot 
be drawne, valeſle he abandon his peece or pike, where- 
by he ſhall cither looſe his pike; or want his rapier,which 
at the Seraandcloſe is very necellarie both for defence 
and offence : contrary to the carcleſle cuſtome of ſome, 
whom I haue ſeene come intothe field without rapier or 
dagger, which was an aſſured argument , that their heeles 
ſhould be their target, and their ſhamefull flight their 
ſafety, when their pouder was ſpent. 

| Now as theſe careleſſe perſons farre mifle the marke 
with ouer great ſecuritie , ſo ſome bring in a cuſtome of 
roo much curiolitie in arming Hargabufiers, for- belides 
a pecce, flaske, tutch-box, rapier and dagger : they loade 
them with a heauie ſhirt of male, and a Burganet : ſo that 
by that time they haue marched in the heat of the ſom- 
mer ordeepe of the winter ten or twelue Engliſh-miles, 
they are more apttoreſt, then ready to fight , whereby it 
comes to palle that cither the enterpriſe they go about, 
which requires celerity, ſhall become fruſtrate by reaſon 
of the ſtay they make in refreſhing themſclues, or elſe 
they arc in dangerto be repulſed for want of luſtineſle, 
breath, and agilitie. 

Wherefore in mine opinion it is not neceflarie, that 
this extraordinariearming of ſhot ſhould be vied,, butin 
ſurpriſes of Townes, Eſcalades, and affaults of breaches, 
to defend the Souldiers heads from ſtones,and ſuch ftuffe 
as they beſieged hane prepared to driue them from their 
enterpriſe: Or elſe in ſome ſpeciall ſer battaile againſt the 
cut and thruſt of weapons : which exploits , forthat they 
be not ſo ordinary as isthe $kirmiſh, fo are theſe armes 
nothing ſo neceflarie,, but rather a burthen more beauti- 
full then beneficial, and of =_ charge then —_— 
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ditie; ſpecially a ſhirt ofmale, whichis very dangerons, 


for ſhot, if a number of thoſe ſmall peeces ſhould bee 


driven into a mans body by a buller. 

* The furniture due to aPike-man beſides his pike, ra- 
pier and dagger, conlifting of a common corlſeler,hauing 
a coller, curiar, taſes, back-part, poldrowes,wambraſles, 
and burganets for the head, for that they be ſufficiently 
knowne, becauſe I will nor be ouer prolixe vpon enery 
particular point, I will onely ſay thus much moretouch- 
ing the Pike-man, that he-ought to haue his pike at the 
pointand middeft trimmed with handſome taſlels, and 
a handke, nor ſo much for ornament as to defend the 
Souldiers body from water , which in raine doth runne 
downe dough the wood. 

Enery Souldier ought to carry his Hargabuſe, Pike or 
Halberd, vpon that ſhoulder and (ide, which is outward 
in ranke, for that ſide which is diſcouered inward is more 
defended by the generall order that is kept, then any of 
theother. Which order of carrying armes, is not onel 
ready and commodious to vſe atall occalions, but alſo 
doth makea gallant ſhew, and a gtnerall forme of good 
proportion, and true profpett : a thing moſt neceflaric 
for a man of valour to vſe in all his doings. 

He ought likewiſe eyer to haue good regard to weare 
his weapon of like length the other Souldiers vie, which 
in marching doth make the rankes to be of one iuſt line, 
and in ſhew of a ſeemely and ſtreight proportion, cauſing 
the whole band tocarry a braue and frank grace. 
 ASouldier oughteuer to xetaineand keepe his armes 
in faftic and forth comming,for he is more to be deteſted 
taena Coward, that will looſe or play away any part 
thereof, or refuſe it for his eaſe, or to auoide jones : 

N here- 
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Whetefore ſuch a one is to be diſmiſſed gangs 
ment, or made ſome abie& Pioner, Thereto dufing 
his ſeruiceand after his returne home, let him ſtill bee 
 weddedtohis weapons and armour, that when heis cal- 
| led vpon againe to ſerue his Prince,he be net enforced to 
furniſh himſelfe 'againe with new Armes , ſometimes 
old, of little value, and lefle goodneſſe: as ſome ſouldiers 
now adaies to their great diſcommendation doe vie. A 
cuſtome altogether different from the true exerciſe of 
armes, and varying from the rule of other warlike-nati- 
ons, which make true profeſſion of armes : amonegft the 
which the Spaniards and ZwitFers at this day are to bee 
commended ; the one for obſeruingan apt, ſumptuous, 
and warlike choile therein, and the other for thar they, 
beare all forts of armes with great aduantage, both in- 
length and ſtrength, the which vnto them becomes very 
| familiar through theabilitie of body they poſleſle. | 
; Thoſe Souldiers which cannot endure the toile and 
erauell to beare armes of defence, namely the Pikeman 
| and Halberdierare made ſubie&t to receiue both blowes 
and death by the hands of their enemies, or through 
their diſaduantage to take a ſhamefull fAlight,or at the firſt 
encounter to remaine their priſoners. 
Therefore it is very neceſflarie for a Souldier to take 
_—_ in daily praQtiſe , & to acquaint himſelfe through- 
y 1n the exerciſe and carriage of armes, whereof hee 


ought to vſe pratiſe, ſpecially of thoſe that be offenſiue, 
and inthoſe which onlunily we are accuſtomed to car- 
ric, as the Rapier, and Dagger, Pike, and Halberd and 
ſuch like, without making open and apparent profeflion 
of thepratiſe thereof, but ſecret and ſeuerall from-the 
wide ſight of the world, that afterwards he may. put the 
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in praQiſe to his greater aduantage and commen- 


« im; 
« Finally the Halberdier, whois armed either with bri- 
ndine or corſlet, ought of duty to artend with his hal- 
or when his turne cumes about his Enſigne, in march- 
ing, and ſet ſquares, in the Captaines lodging and tent 
forkis:guard, and at the-entrance of a houſe &c. to be 
the foremoſt perſon to force the paſlage. 
But in aday of battaile the 01d Komaxe ſhield and a 
ſhorr ſharpe-pointed ſword, to execute in a throng of 
men, exceedes the Halberd and browne-bill. 
Beſides the Pikeman which is armed all ouer with a 
corflet, and is to performe his duty in a maine ſquare, 
ſtand, or battaile, to receiue the ſhocke of horſemen , or 
charge of the enemies infantery ; 
There beyetanother ſort _— Pikes, which 
onely haue the tore-part of a cor{let, and a head-peece, as 
is the 4lmaine rivet, or good light-iacke, or plate-coate : 
theſe ſometimes may be ſent amongſt the forlorne-hope 
of Hargabuſliers, to defend them from the inuafions of 
Horle-men. + 
But touching ſhot, I would wiſh our Nation , being 
men of ſtrong conſtitution of body, to beare a Peece be- 
_ twixtthe boare of a Caliner and a Musket, the which 
with ſmall yſe they would be able to weeld very well 
at thearmes end ; which would cary agreat aduantage 
in skirmiſh : the which like vnto the Hargabuſe, they 
might (as I ſaid before) exerciſe, and with a gallant and 
ared railing-vþ the crooked .end of the ftocke, to kis 
breaft, having before-hand firred the coale of his match 
to giue quicke and iuft fire , whereof euer |:e muſt take 
' thecertaine meaſure, muſtthen diſcharge amidlſt his mw 
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deft trauerſe, to his greateſt aduantage, andto endomage 
his enemies: Which done he muſt firſt fold-vp againe the 
falne match in a ready and conuenient ſort berwixt his 
fingers, hauing both the ends of his match lightat once, 
that whilſt the one is ſpent, and in kindling againe , the 0- 
ther may ſerue his turne. | ; 

Belides theſe foreſaid weapons I would not thinke it 
inconuenient, to haue in a Band certain targets of proofe 
to march in the front, which were very neceſſaric to de- 
fenda ranke of men in a ftreight-lane, paſſage, breach or 
other place from the enemies ſhot, they all cloſely and 
in a low order marching vader the fanour and ſhade of 
them : as ina skirmifh I ſaw put in praQtiſe, when Caſſ#- 
mire did march with the STATEs armie vnder Z6- 
waine, 1578. . 

The Capraineis to ſet downe by the Generals appoint- 
ment, the ſumme of all their paies, and the po > anneal 
therein, according to every mans weapon and qualitie. 
But to ſpeake of other diretions and militarie obſerua- 
tons; 

A foot-man thatis a Souldier, ought aboue all things 
to be obedientto his Captaine and ofhcers, and neuera- 
bandon his En{1gne, nor be abſent from his companie 
withour leaue or ſpeciall let. In his march hee oughrto 
be modeſt, ready in his ranke, obſeruea long diſtance in 


his Laumband, and keepe an equall ſtay in his Alta, 


If words of aduertiſement doe paſle ouer from ranke 
to rankealongft the marching band, lethim deliuer thoſe 
words plainelyand with diligence, which the Captaine 
glues ouerto be pronounced from month to mouth,asto - 
paſſe Parole appertaines. ES 

Iftheenemie cauſe ſodaine Arme,lethis bake en "_— 
and 
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wid his match inthe cocke ſhew his ready good-yill ei- 
ther ro receiue repulſe, orgiue charge. 

Ifeither for pleaſure ina muſter, or inany other ſhew 
in ſport or earneſt, his Company be commanded to dil: 
charge certaine volies of ſhot, or a Salua, he muſteither 
hold his peece (idelong the rankes, whilft he doth pre- 
- parethe ſame, or withthe end higher then their heades, 
and diſcharge ouer the toppes of the tormoſt rankes, for 
feare of burting his Companions : which rule they ought 
to obſerue, and thereunto be conſtrained , vpon paine of 
ſeuere puniſhment. 

If any enterpriſe be made in the night, let him not on- 
ly keepe his match cloſe from open ſhew , or falling 
= bur be vigilant and keepe lilence, to the intent 
d 


gt through his negligence and noiſe their ations be not 
iſcoucred. 

If he keepe Sentinell, and haue the watch-word, let 
him giueeare diligently to all rumours, noiſes, and view 
watily all ſuſpeRed places, tothe intent if he heare any 
trampling, neying of horſes, or approaching enemie 
{which he may the more eaſily heare by making a hole 
in the ground, and laying his care tothe ſame) orthat he 
doth ſce the twinkling light of matches, or perceiue any 
other preſumption of the enemie, hee may either by dif- 


charging his peece, and crying Saint George , arme, arme, 
glue warning to the next Corpes of guard , that the ene- 


micdoth approach, or elſe if his ſuddaine inuaſion re- * 


quire not preſent aduertiſement, he may deferre the re- 
Port thereof vnrill the comming of the next round, vnto 
Whom he muſt from point to point declare whathe hath 
ſeneand heard. | 


 Duringtke time of his Sentinell, hee oughttok 
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himſelfe very cloſe, wakefull, fecret, and without noiſe 
or rumour, his match cloſe and ſure from ſeeing, and his 
peeceready charged, loaden with her bullet, and proind 
with tutch-pouder. 

If the Round or any other Officer come to ſearch to 
watch and Sentinels,when he doth firſt heare or ſee them 
approach, let him ſo ſooneas he doth perceiue them, de- 
maund with a loud voice, .24iwa la ? Who goes there? 
to which when anſyere is made, Friends, and that they 
draw neerer, then lethim call ro them and commaund 
thatall the whole troupe, but onely one with the watch- 
word, to make preſent ſtay , vntill the word be giuen. 
And if atthe ſame inſtant another Round ſhould come 
another way, let him cauſe the one of them to pauſeand 
abideſtill, vnrill he haue receiued the word of the other, 
that thereby he may auoide the inuironing ſnares of for- 
raine or priuie enemies, which might by that meanes ſur- 
priſe him. 
| Therefore inthis reſpect let him take great care, cſpe- 
cially beforea Towne beſieged, or aboutthe circuit of a 
Campe, and that he alwaies remember to receiue him 
that giues the word attheend of his peece or pike, and 
out of danger, hauing his match ready in his Cocke, rea- 
dy to glue fire, thereby to reward him with a buller as an 
enemie, if he giuea wrong word, orentertaine him as a 
friend if he give theright : for vader colour of giuing the 
word, many Sentinels hauc loft their liues , and ſuddaine 
ſurpriſes and canuiſades haue beene giuen. 

If in the night Arme be ginen inthe Campe, hemuſt 
make repaire immediately with his peece and furnitureto 
his Enligne, where he {hall be employed as occaſion 


doth ofter. 
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Thathe may be the more ready at any ſuddaine Arme, 
lying ina towne in Garriſon, and being furried and lodg- 
edin a houſe, he oughtto haue all the night burningin 
his chamber by him a candle or lampe, orat the leaſt his 
fire ſo well raked vp as he may lighta candle at the coales 
witha match of brimſtone, or otherwiſe : that thereby 
hee may the more ſpeedily not onely finde his armes 
(which of purpoſche ought to lay readily in an ordina- 
rie place) but alſo be betterabletoprepare himſclfe, and 
kindle his match with all ſpeede. 

Note thar a Souldier in Garriſon being furried in a 
houſe, is allowed the beſt bed and chamber ſaue one, 
faire ſheetes, board-clothes, plates, napkins, towels, 
dreſling of his meate, ſeruiceatthe table, oile, vineger, 
ſalt, muſtard, candle-light, fire, &c. 

Whileſta Souldieris in the Campe, he ought neuer to 
lie out-of his clothes, his peece ready charged mult lye 
by his (ide, his furniture at his girdle , which is his flaske, 
matchand tutch-boxe, his rapier very ready , and his 
poinado likewiſe at his girdle, which if rhey ſhould be ſo 
monſtrous daggers, .or ſuch a Cutlers ſhoppe'as our 
Engliſh Fencers are accuſtomed to weare, they would be 
both combrous in cariage, and troubleſome to his Com- 
panions , and to himlſelfe, eſpecially when they lye in 
their Cabbins. | | 

A Souldier in Campe muſt make choiſe of two or 
three or more Camerades, ſuch as for experience, fideli- 
tie, and conditions, doe beſt agree with his nature , that 
be tried Souldicrsand truftic friends , to the intent thar 

like louing brethren, they may ſupporr oneanothern all 
aduerſe fortune, and ſupply each others wants. As for 
example, hauing marched all day, and comming atnight 
EL & ro 
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to the place where they muſt encampe , one of them 
chooſeth out the drieſt and. warmeſt plot of ground he 
can get in the quarter, which is appointed to his band for 

lodging place, doth keepe all their Clokes, Armes , and 

Baggage, whileſt another makes prouiſion with one of 
their boies, in ſome adioyning village (if timeand fafery 
trom the enemie doth permit) for long ſtraw , both to 
couer their cabbin, and make their bed of : during the 
time that an other with a little harcher ( which with a le- 

ther bottle for drinke, a litcle kettle to ſeeth meate in, and 
a bagge of (alt, which are to be borne of the boyes a- 
mongſt other Baggage, and are meſt neceſlarie things for 

encamping ) doth cut downe forked bowes and long 

poales to trameand reare vp thei\cabbin withall, and 

prouidetimber, or firewood, if it be in winter, or when 

need requires, whilſt another doth vilite vniandiers and 

victualers (if any follow the campe) for bread, drinke, 

and other cates, if otherwiſe they be not prouided by 
forrage or picoree, and makes a hole in the earth, where- 

in hauing madea hire, ſtroken two forked ſtakes at either 

ſide, and hanged his kettle to ſeath vpon a cudgell of 
wood vpon the ſame, or that for roft-meate hee makes 2 

ſpit, wodden gauberds, &c. And whilft thus euery one 
is occupied about theirneceſlarie occaſions at one inſtant, 

they may in due time make prouilion for all their wants, 

and by meanes of this league of amitie amongſt them, 

enioy a ſufficientrimeto reft their wearied bodies, which 

otherwiſe would be hard to be done. 

Therefore Tindge ir very requilite that the wholenum- 
ber vnder the charge ofa Deſnier or cheife of a chamber, 
ſhould linke themſclues togetherin perte& friend(hippe, 
and aſwellin skirmiſh and fightaide one another, as mſ 
D 2 -."..-. 
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other ations, by which invincible knotthey ſhould re- 
ceive wonderfull commoditie. 

Itimports much that a Souldier ſhould be traable, 
for aman cannot imaginea thing either more ingenuous 
or better, then due and conuenient cluility. T herefore 
tet him accuſtome himſelfe rather to be of a Saturnine 
and ſcuere condition then a common Skoffer, and an 
ordinarie make-ſport, that he may continue in friendſhip 
with kis companions, and continually remaine 1n their 
amtie. 

Moreouer, he is much to be commended, whichapt! 
with facilitic and great dexterity can be conuerſant wit 
every one: wherein if a man doe nor with great indge- 
ment very circumſpealy gouerne himſelte, hee ſhall for 
the moſt part incurre the cuill will of thoſe in whoſe 
companic hee-remaines, The which dealing is of great 
importance, aſwell forthe intereft of his life, and proper 
honour and credite, by whigh meanes the oneand the 0- 
cherdoth hang in ballance, aselſo for that he cannot, be- 
ing drawneaway with debates, apply himſelfe diligently 
to follow the warres and ſeruice ot his Captaine : the 
which ought to be his chiefeſt obie& and end. For diſ- 
cotd among(t men of this Honourable profeſſion, doth 
haſten, and occaſion very much the pd Wren of their 
well doing; and altogether hinder whartſocuer they take 
in hand, by reaſon of the ſuſpicions, diſcordes, deſpite, 
and other reſpefts which of necefitic are commonly ac- 
cuſtorned togrow and enſue. 

Beſides,hemuſt be ſo moderate in ſpznding his wages, 
that he be not conſtrained before the midit of his pay, ci- 
ther to follow the fpoile, or borrow of others : whereof 
{pringeth a naughtic reputation and agreat diſcredir : yet 
not- 
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notwithſtanding he muſt not ſuffer himſelfeto be noted 
for a couetous perſon, or as ſome ſay, the enemie of him- 
ſelfe : that is, by ſparing nigardly , to findea great want 
andextremitie in neceſlarie things appertaining to his ap- 
parelland vituals, whoſe expences ought cheifly to bein 
galant Armorand furniture. 

Notethat the pay and wages which he recciues of his 
Captaine and Treaſurer, muft not betaken or thought to 
ſerue or ſupply forany other vie , butro ſuſtaine life with 
victuals, keepe him apparelled, and maintaine his armes, 
Therefore oughtit to be goucrned diſcreetly and order- 
ly at all times, in what place ſocuer he ſhall remaine, et- 
ther in the campe, ciuill cities, orin his proper houſe, as 
well to keepe himſelfe inhealth, as cheif to make appa- 
rant to his.Captaine the noble motion of his minde : So 
that pricked forward by this ſpurre of honour , and not 
forany other extraordinarie and baſe occaſion, a good 
fouldier is continually conſtrained co win credite, deſþi- 
{ing all other dealing which ariſeth from hope of com- 
modity and greedy gaine, the way to make a man efteem- 
edto carrie a baſe minde, and almoſt nor difagreeing 
from brute breaſts without reaſon. For theſe priuate 
Souldiers which ſeeke by ſuch meanes as be extraordina- 
rie, to aduance themſelues aboue their proper pay, with- 
out doubt giue an cuill preſage of themſelues,and:ſocuill 
thatirſhonld be better for them to apply: their time in 
ſome other ſort, as about merchandiſe and- other occu- 
pattons, rather then follow the honourable exerciſe of 
Armes, which is altogether grounded vpon''a- noble 
minde, valiant courage, andextreametrauelFof body: 

He muſt diſpoſe himſelfe to be very diligentin-whiat 
excrciſe;or enterpriſe ſocuer he ſhalt be putvnto, asta 
D 3 make. 
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make Sentinell : wherein it is conuenient , as T hane 
touched before, that he be very vigilant when itis his 
lot ro be commanded thereunto , that in doing the con- 
trarie, there ſucceed not a moſt rigorous chaftiſement by 
leauing his body dead behind him, as it may very well 
fall out, and to whom it may be (aid, I left him as I found 
him, ſince {leepe is the image of death. 

A good Souldier ought continually to accompany the 


Enfigne, and haue my regard, that the ſame fall nor 


{ 
18 danger of ſurpriſing by the enemie, and that he endea- 
uour himſclfe by all meanes withoutany reſpe& of dan- 
ger to preſerue and recouer the ſame: tor the loſe there- 
of isa perpetuall ſhame to the whole band. And there- 
fore he oughtat no time to abandon the ſame for any oc- 
calion, butlodge himſelfe ſo neere iras he can, to thein- 
tent that amongſt the reſt, if itbe poſhble, he may be one 
of the firſt at all rumours ofarmes,and ſodaine alarums;, 
aſwell by day as night. And being armed with the wea- 
pen he caries, hauing conducted his Enſigne to the place 
appointed, by the heagl Officers , he may in the ſight of 
his Captaine ({hewing a moderate forwardnefle and de- 
fire ) breed an opinion of his courageand valor : ſo that 
when occafion doth offer , his Captaine amongſtthe reſt 
may make ſpeciall choiſe of him. | 
e muſt for no occaſion abſent himſelfe, or go to any 
far diſtant place aboutany enterpriſe or booty of picoree, 
without the expreſle licence of his Capraine : for ke that 
15 once becomea Souldier is now no more his own man, 
buthis vnder whoſe gouernment he is paide : who de- 
firing co ſerue his turne when occaſions be miniſtredin 
Unc of warres, not hauing his valiant and beſt Souldiers 
preleatand ready abouthim, ſhall not onely " HR 
| tc 
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fruſtrate of that he would performe, but ſometimes alſo 
ſaffer and ſuftaine damage, and onely in reſpe& ofthoſe 
which be abſent abroad ar their owne pleaſure, contrary 
to the conſentand knowledge of the Captaine. ' '. 

He ought ſufficiently to eate, reſt and fleepe; whileſt 
time doth permit, tothe end he be not called tor vnpro- 
uided, and that he may the'more readily performe all en= 
terpriſes needfull, without any diſcommodity or want of 
abilitie, which commonly doe fall out vnlooked for, and 
vpon the ſodaine, for in ordinary and accuſtomed en- 
terpriſes, it isan eaſie thing to findeeuery ſouldier prout- 
ded, bnt in ſodaine ſurpriſes nor. * Beſides, I thinkeit ap- 
pertaines and is proper to a good Souldier, to follow the 
warres ſo longas he poſſibly can, forthe increaſe of his 
experience. But being conſtrained -to returne into his 
Countrey, or into any Citie , fortreſſe or other place of 
defence, by reaſon of ſome truce, ſeconded by peace, or 
through any other accident, which doth conſtraine him 
to abandon the warres: : ther-it is neceſlary he fall to ex- 
erciſe that Art, wherein he chieflyhath- been brought vp,. 
either in merchandiſe, handicraft, or huſbandrie , or clle 
wharſocuer, thereby to ſupply his neceffities, to exerciſe 
his body, and to liue honeſtly :and by that meanes flie 
idleneſle, a thing moſt incident to youth' : who being al 
together ignorant in treading the ſteppes of a ſtaied life 
(chrough-the ſmall experience hee hath of the world, 
which by tra& of time is obtained , and by long praiſe, 
ſpecially inthe exerciſe of armes ) perſwadeshimlſelte he 
{hall winne credit and commodity through the meanes 
of infolentattions, which altogether ought ro beabhor- 
red : through raſh and prodigall brauerie, which often- 
times torments innocent Families and poore —_ | 
ba an 
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and through t ents and ſumptuous attire 
whereby _ Bankerout: ſo that they are rome 
in time being intangled in thoſe ſweete traps ſaueſtand 
ſharpe ſhowers ) to runne headlong intoa thouſand and 
moſt miſerable raines. Therefore good Souldiers oughe 
ſpecially to endeauour themſelues by ſome commenda- 
ble induftrie to gaine the good grace of valorousand va- 
| liant Captaines, and mightie Princes, the true Poſſeſiors 
and fathers of warre, through whole authoritic and com- 
mendation they may be preferred : for the fairthand aſ- 
ſured credit of all warlike and worthy Souldiers doth de- 
pend vpon men of valour, and not: of weake authoritic, 
{mall valor, and great abuſe of the ignorant and com- 
mon-people, called the beaſt with many heades. T here- 
fore let them cucrobſerne the honor of the good and ver- 
tuous :-for fincethatin time of warres cuery ſouldier of 
good conditions doth ſharpen his wit, and willingly ad- 
. uenture his life, not reſpeing toyles or trauell, expences 
ordanger, butdoth imploy his induftrie to preferre his 
Princes profite, by greatreaſon in time of peacehe oughr 
to be aduanced and maintained by them : and much rhe 
more for himſelfe, is to vie all his indeauour to compalle 
his owne commoditie, and thereby make moni his 
proper vertue, the which doth not conſiſt in outward ap- 
pearanceof valour and diſcretion : but in the true ation 
thereof, agreeable to his honourable profeſſion, 

A ſouldier muſt apparell himſelfe in the warres with 
cloth of freſh colour , profitable and commodious : a- 
mongſtthe reft, red, murry , tauny and ſcarlet makes a 
galant ſhew in the field , which he muſt weare to honour 
the militarie profeffion, and for his moſt fir and apt 
WISg 080509 hinder the ipoliion of his aecm- 
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bers, as doth our great bumbaſted and bolſtered hoſe, 
which not many yeeres fince hath beene vſed : but in 
ſteed of them a ftraice brabantie and paſcaine is to bee 
worne, together with a cloſe caſlocke, which may ſhield 
both his flaske, turch-box, his match and: peece from 
raineif need be, whereby he may be ready to execute a- 
ny enterpriſe he is commanded to performe, and that of 
necefhitic he ought to doe : and ſoarme himſelte in other 
reſpets, that he may readily doe any feruice hee is al- 
ſigned vnto. | & 

He muſt be willing to put in proofe all things comman- 
ded, without making reply, or denying any one thing, or 
deferring the matter trom one time to another, either for 
feare of ſpoiling or ſpotting his apparell in foule-way, er 
foule-weather, orthar he ſhall not be able to inioy com- 
modious lodging, ſtore of viftuals, and ſuch other re- 
ſpecs, nor to be efteemed of, but worthy great reprehen- 
fon T heretore itis requiire he praiſe himſelfe firſt of 
all ro be a perfect priuate Souldier, before he be drawne 
to the deſire of bearing office, which wereto ſet the cart 
before the horſes, and worke by contraries : for firſt wee 
mult learne to obey, and then it is lawfull to gouerne. 
But itis no new thing, nor to be maruelled at, that ſome 
men are accuſtomed to obtaine charges by vnlawfulland' 
indirect meanes, I will not ſay, that they vie them accor- 
dingly. Therefore to merite a charge, itis alwaies farre 
more excellentand more conuenient to winnethem by 
deſert, then to enter theteinto by intruſion: for thoſe that 
doe not begge them doe feele in themſelues their proper 
ſuthciencie; where contrariewiſe they are a heauie bur- 
then to thoſe that know them not, although with great 
inftance they haue procuredand ſought for them, Which 

E want 
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wantand vnwariedealing in this ourage, peraduenture 
proceedes of theſmall neede the world ſeemes to haue 
_ of good Souldiers at this day, and of the little experi- 
ence moſt men in our time haue of the Art of warre or 
atleaſtwiſevur Superiours are blinded with the ſweete 
baites of ——— , Cheite cauſe of ſuch eleQions. 
Yer this notwithſtanding we ought to retaine withall re- 
uerence, the honour and credite due to an expert and 
good Souldier, who with diligence being ſought forand 
ſeleKed, as neere as is poſſible, ought to haue the moſt 
choſen charges, and expeditions giuen to their gouern- 
ment. Tothe end thole affaires may fall out happily , to 
the honour of their Nation and profit of their Prince. 
Whilſthe doth follow the warres,or is in Campe: lethim 
carrie as little baggage with him as is poſſible,that he ma 
be the more nimble and light of body , ſpeedy in his 
—y or marching, and the more apt for all cnter- 
riſes. 
F During the warres ( or elſenot)) he ought to weare in 
ſomeconuenient place of his garments , that is moſt ap- 
parant to the view of the band, a token, red croſle, or 
ſcarfe, whereby in skirmiſhes and other attempts he is to 
be knowne of what part he is ( the Emperials vſe ared 
ſcarfe, Engliſhmen Saint Georges Croſſe , the French the 
White-croſſe, &c.) or ſuch a ſigne as the Generall of the 
field ſhall make choiſe of, which he ought ro do willing- 
ly, thereby toremoue ſuſpition. out of the minde ot his 
Captaine and Cheifteines, that they need not to ſtand in 
doubt of him : and for divers other worthy reſpeds, 
lincethat by theſe and like manifeſt meanes, the Souldier 
ſhewes inward faith and loialty to the Officers and Ca 
taines which gouerne. But if otherwiſe they carrie the 
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faid token and marke looſe at their necke, breaſt, armes, 
or any other place, it giues matter and occalion of doubr 
touching their fidelitie : ſpecially being but newly enter- 
tained, {ince that being not made ſaſt, tney may _ 
calt away or hidethe ſame in time of perill or doubrtull 
fight : Which ſuſpition ought diligently to be remoued 
by him which carrieth anentire delire and full intentto 
deale truely and loially. ; 

He ought likewiſe to beware, vnder paine of great pu- 
niſhmenr, for running from one campe to another, tor 
what occaſion ſocuer thall vrge himro it, but is bound 
to ſerue that partie with which hee doth firſt place him- 
ſelfe, euen vnrill the end of the wars. 

I haue ſecne it likewiſe not lawſull, that a Captaine 
ſhould receiue into his ſeruice a Souldier thatis departed 
from another Captaine of the ſame fa&tion, and this was 
obſcrued, to theend that Souldiers ſhould be kept obe- 
dient and ſtedfaft vnder their Enligne , where firſt they 
haue placed themſelues. Prouided alwaies, that their 
Capraines intreat them honeltly and well , which is tobe 
decided by the Marſhall of the field. Neuertheleſle, {0 
often as a Souldier is forced of necefitie to leaue the 
warres, he ought not to depart out of-his ſeruice, but by 
the ſpeciall licence of his Captaine, accompanied with 
an autentike paſportof his good ſeruice, ſo thall he (hun 
many confultons whichare great occalions of ſcandals 
and infinite troubles, by meanes whereof he may freely 
make relation ofthe good ſeruice he hath done,and bold- 
ly thew himſelfe before any mans face. . 

He ought to take ſpeciall care, that he be not the be- 
ginnerand occafion of any diſcords and mutinies, nei- 


ther conſent thereunto , what reaſon ſoeuer ſhould lead 
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him therennto, ſince that ſuch peruerſeproceeding doth 
not agree with the worthy , noble, and famous Art of 
warre, which is a dangerous diſcredite to ſuch malefa. 
ors, and forthe moſt part without any recouery doth 
procure the generall ruine of many vajiant Captaines 
and mighty armies. And therefore Rufhans and com- 
mon Hackers that liue idle in the ſtreetes at home, and 
follow the wars onely for ſpoile , are moſt vnfit to make 
Souldiers, for experience makes manifeſt, that they are 
the onely cauſe of mutinics, ſo that one ſuch is able to 
corruptand diſorder a whole band. Whereforea good 
Souldier oughrrather to apply. himſclte to ſuffer things 
impoſſible, then commit ſo great anerror, for by the one 
great honourand praiſe ſhall redound vnto him, and b 
the other vile a&,he ſhall gaine manifeſt blame and afſur- 
ed death : for fuch notableerrors, withoutany remiſhon, 
or any pitie ( as in part I haue before touched, and here- 
afterin the marſhall lawes ſhall ſer downe) are ſeuerely 
to be chaſtiſed. 
- Whenthe Companie doth diſband, and cuery ſouldier 
isto go to his lodging or cabbin , it is very requiſite hee 
ſtay vntill ſuch time as he ſee the Enſigne lap vp and 
lodged, to theintent, it he be of the gard about the ſame, 
that night he may attend to doe his dutie, otherwiſe hee 
may lawtully depart, and thereby ſhunne the ſhamefull 
name of aſtubborne, licentious and diſobedient perſon, 
He muſt learne to vnderſtand the affured ſound of the 
 dramme, thereby to know alwaies whereunto he is ap- 
pointed, and what thing is to be doneand obeied, which 
of duty isaccuſtomed to bedone, {incethat with this in- 
ftrument Souldiersare giuen to vnderſtand , during the 
warres, what things be neceflaric to be executed : on 
thing 
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thing beſides is moſt neceſfarie for a Souldier, which is, 
that helearne perfitly ro ſwimme, both, for that waters 
cannotalwaies be paſſed with wading,neither at all times 
boates and bridges can be conueied with the campe, by 
reaſon of naughtie paſſages, as alſo in diuers enterpriſes 
a man is both more ſafeand more bold, knowing what 
he can doe: whereof young Shelley madea moſt tamous 
proofe, who at the victualing of AMidleborow, when their 
nauie was aſlaulted by the Fluſhingers , haning all his 
companieflaine, ſwam a ſhore with his armes , being the 
| latman leftaliuve a ſhipbord : and as the Spaxzards atthe 
paſſage of rhearme of the ſea, when they went to belizge 
Siricke-ſea. Belides the notable attempt made at the 
preat riuer of Alba in Saxonie, the yeere 1547. where the 
Imperialiſts had ſo famousa viRorie. 

Now therefore let no man perſwade himſelfe, that the 
ſeuerall and particular experience which belongs to a per- 
fe good Souldier, can be perfetly and duely obtained 
by any other way, but by a continuall delight, exerciſe, 
and obſeruation. Forno man doth bring any worke to 
perfection, whereof he hath not the Art: euery Arcdoth 
T_ of experience and knowledge, and knowledge 

oth ariſe by meanes of ſtudie and continuall prafile. 
Military profefion being then more perfe& and aboue 
all other Arts, conſequently it is necellivi wee vie inthe 
{ame greater ſtudie, and more continuall exerciſe then is 
to be vſed in any other Art : for fo much as itisa moſt 
auncient and prudent ſentence : All arts doe conſiſt in 
exerciſe : and therefore continually at idle times it is ve- 
ry fit and necefſarie fora ſouldier, to practiſe and exerciſe 
himſelte amongſt his Companions inthe cape, inrun- 
ning, leaping, throwing the barre , or ſuch like, ro make 
E 3 him 
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him-afiue, and to auoide ſuch idle paſtimes as Soul- 
diers commonly now adaies viz, contraric toall good 
order. 

Belides which, as I haue partly touched before, euery 
priuate Souldier ought not onely to be well able to vie 
the weapon hee ſerueth withall, but alſo ſuddainely to 
vnderſtand all commandements of his Gouernors,whe- 
ther it be by voiceor ſound of drumme or otherwiſe,and 
to know how to maintaine himleite in order without | 
breaking aray, not onely marching , but alſo turning ina 
troupe or retiring. For that Souldier which knowcth his 
dutie how to behaue himſelfe in the campe, in watch, 
ſcout &c. and likewiſe in marching , turning, reticing, 
and fighting or skirmiſhing to obſerue the order pre- 
ſcribed by his Captaiue, may be called a trained and old 
Souldier : Whereof if hebeignorant, alchough he haue 
beenetwentie yeares in the warres,he is not to be eſtcem- 
eda Souldier. But in theſe exerciſes the Sergcants and 
Ofhcers are daily and duely to inſtru& generally and 
priuately each ſouldier, which Officers ought of neceſh- 
ty to haue knowledpe in reading, that both what is writ- 
ten before, and ſhall be written after inthis booke, ſpeci - 
ally touching the Marſha! lawes of the fielde , they may 
euer read asa Lefure to their ſouldiers,, being in corps ae 
gard, orat other fitand conuenient times. Fortheſe be 
things ſo neceſlarieto beknowne and obſerued, thar it 
doth both import very much that each ſouldier ſhould 
haue them by heart, and if it were poſhble, ſowed vpon 
their garments to be a perpetuall glaſſe to looke into, 
whereby they might guideall their ations, that thereby 
they might ſee what they ought to ſhunne for feare of 
puniſhment, and what to imbraceto increale credit. 

| To 
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To knit vp this our firſtdiſcourſe, he that findes him- 
ſelfe ſufficienrand well inclined .to exerciſe this moltex- 

cellent profeſſion, ought with all modeſt humilitie , and 
| good intention, frame himſelfe to a pertet obedience, 
aliyell to obſerue order, a thing ſo conuenicntand necel- 
farie in this exeaciſe, as alſo ro' execute that which ſhall 
be commanded him by his Captaine. 

Before a Souldier binde himſelfe to ſerue ina band, tie 
ought aduiſedly to conſider, and exprelly to perſwade 
himſelfe, that vnder an expert, vaiorous, and wortay 
Captaine, ſeldome or neuer our trauailein well doing is 
forgotten orloſt : when as the contrarie doth chance vn- 
der thoſe that be vaine, vicious, and of ſmall experience, 
who through want of perfeftion and prattiſe, doz not 
know the merit of the valiant and valorous afts of a gacd 
Souldier : ſo that conſequently they neglect all toile and 
trauell done in any honourable enterpriſe. Therefore 
it behoues a Souldier to makea good choile at the firſt, 
for after whatſocuer he be, he muſt ſtill obey him : and 
likewiſe alwaies haue reſpe&, and carrie a reuerence to 
the juſtice of Marſhall law, and the Miniſters of the ſame, 
though they be of baſe condition, ſince both by the law 
of Nature and Nations, they onghtto be obeyed and ob- 
ſerued, and particularly knowne, and had in memory of 
euery priuate ſouldier : for thereby both horſemen and 
footemen are keptin perfe& order. 

But aboue all things a ſouldier ought not to forget his 
dutie and deuotion towards the goodnelle of our Lord 
God, and our ſacred Chriſtian religion, by which the true 
pit of vertue, valourand fortitude, and all good things 

eltde, we moſt certainely receiue, and areaſſured to ac- 
taine whilſt our determinations be lawfull and honeft. 
And 
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And for thata ſouldier being ſubie@ ro athouſand daily 
dangers,it behoues him continually to live as he daredie, 


and oftentimes toreconcile himſelfe to God 'by confeC. 


ſion of his ſinnes, and receiue the benefit of the moſt 
bleſled Sacrament. 

I haue beene ſomewhat more copious in this firſt 
diſcourſe rouchinga ſouldier, then perchance 1 meane to 
bein any of the reſt, by reaſon this is the firſt ſteppe and 
degreea man ought to ſer his teete vpon,before he mount 
the throne of perfe& gouernment in Marſhall affaires : 
for if a ſouldier can obtaine tried experience in this firſt 
point, he may with moreeaſe aſcend the ather, ſince this 
15 onely the ground worke of all the reft.

The Office which appertaines to a Corporal, Cape de 
 Squaare, Diſnier, or chiefe of Chamber. 


T is notto bedoubted, but that all notable errors de- 

pend onely of idleneſſe, and thatall worthy and com- 
mendable as ſpring of vigilant warineſſe. "Therefore a 
Corporall, Cape de Squadre, Diſnier, or chicte of Cham- 
ber, orhow you liſtro terme them, ought to be no lefle 
prudent and carefull ouerthe gonernment of his people, 
then a father in ruling of his family : and as cuery parent 
doth paſſe in age his children, euen ſo a Corporall ſhould 
be ſuch, that he may exceedeany ſouldier, if not by ex- 
perience and yeeres, at leaſtwiſe with diligence and ſharp- 
neſle of wit. Through which endeauour and exerciſe, 
loyned with a feruent deſire and delight, to attaine to the 


pertis 
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perfittip of this honourable profeſſion , he ſhall eucry 
day become more capeable , and ot greater experience: 
wherefore I would as neere asis poſhible, not onely haue 
him expreſly acquainted with the aduertiſements and 
Martiall lawes following , but alſo indued with the bett 
of thoſe conditions which I haue ſet out in my former 
diſcourſe of a priuate Souldier, fince that to mount vp 
to this ſecond degree, itis very neceſſary and requilite, 
that he haue made longabode in the praiſe and expe- 
rience in the firſt tp ot ſeruice appertaining to a priuate 
Souldier. The Captaine muſt ſcle& and chooſe toureof 
the moſt skiltull Souldiers , which be honeft, loyall, and 

re rcligious Chriſtians, out of cuery Hu .dreth in 
bis band : whereof two are to haue charge of the {hot, 
the och-r two of the pikes, cuery one guiding 24-4 pi:ce, 
the which oughtall of them to be lodged together, and 
the Corporall himſelfe inthe middelſt ot his charge, wher- 
by when any ſecret ſcruice is to be done, they may call 
and afl:mblie by the appointment of the Superiour ofh- 
ccrs, their whole ſyuadron, or what lefle numberelle, 
without che ſound of any drumme. 

Now thena Corporall with his ſquadron of 25. or 
more, according to the diſcretion of the Captaine, lodg- 
ingtogerher with his company, muſt prouide generally 
forall cheirreaſonable wants of wages, match, ponder, 
and other munition, and muſt inftrut them how to han- 
dletheir weapons. He muſt likewiſe remember perfe&- 
ly how ceuery one is armed and farniſhed when hereceiu- 
etch themin charge, and to ſee that no part thereot be 
oiled but preſerucd neat and triname : and aboue all 
ings to looke well to the behauiour of his companie, 
not luſfcring chem to vic a and prohibited gam- 


ing, 


ing, neither to give themſelues to drinking and ſurfeting, 
but to ſpare of their pay to furniſh.themſelues brauyely 
and ſurely againſt the enemie,wherein he ought to vic his 
chiefe indeauour. Andit it happen that any tauit is com- 
mitted, his part is not violently to puniſh the Sonldier 
himſelte, as hereafter is touched : but tro make it knowne 
to his Captaine, who mult not neither, as fomeraſhly do, 
reuenge himſelfe, but communicate the ſame with the 
Marſhall or his Pronoft , who onely haue vnder the Ge- 
nerall authoritie to puniſh : and this due courſe of iuftice 
ſhall be more terrible to the Souldier, and breed lefle 
enill-will in themto the Captaine and Officers : general- 
lyin theſe reſpeRs,the Corporall muſt ronching the fore- 
id cauſes or ſuch like, or it any Souldier be ſicke , hurt, 
or abſent, by way of impriſonment or death, irmmediate- 
ly make report thereof, finding any thing worthy rela- 
tion, and ſpareno man, but deliver ouer the truth to the 
Sergeant, the Sergeant from him , or together with the 
Corporall to the Lieutenant , and he orthey all iointly to 
the Captaine, who is to take order in the cauſe. Thus 
ſhall dignitie of Officers be maintained, and Officers 
| and faults redrefled, to the great example of the euill,and 
comfort of the good. But ſomewhat more amply to ſer 
downethe foreſaid reſpets together with certaine other 
aduerriſements. A Corporall muſt alwaies fore-ſee and 
examine, that the ſouldiers of his Squadron keepe their 
armes in order, cleane and intire : andthe Hargabullers 
ſtored with match, bullets and pouder, and ſuch like ne- 
ceſlaries: a thing worthy to be wioted and obſerued in 
this profeflion : the which makes ſhew that the ſame is 
of a good ſouldier not onely vſed intimne of watre, but 
1nallothertimes and places, being a knowne difference 
betwixt 
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betwixt the legitimate, and leud Profeſſors ofarmes. He 
ought of neceflity ſtillro inſtruct and exhort them , that 
they live together friendly, withour diſcord : that they be 
modeſt and ſparing in their vituals, profitable in their 
apparell, and that generally they doe {hun ſwearing, and 
blaſpeming vpon | an puniſhment, by which a& of 
blaſphemingand ſwearing by the holy name of the (a- 
cred Trinitie, they commit greater villany and offence 
before God , then if before the world they did commit 
moſt wicked as, or infinite errors. Likewiſe let him 
prohibite all vnlawfull games , for the performance 
whercof he oughtto proceede with as great dexteritic 
and curteſie as he can, that alway in matters of impor- 
rance, he may haue that due obedience which is required, 
and not through crueltie gaine the hate and euill-will of 
thoſe perſons, which in many other things beſide are to 
obey him : tor to chaſtiſe them, lies neither in his power, 
neither in the arbitriment of other Officers, although 
they be of degrees higher then he, but doth iuſtly apper» 
taine tothe Office of the Maſter of the Campe, and Mar- 
{hall of the field. The which point is to benened and 
obſerued, to the diſcredite of ſome Captaines , which at 
this day delight to imbrew their murthering hands in the 
bloud of ſouldiers, and men perchance of honeſt beha- 
uiour, being moued thereunto through ſome hatred,toy, 
or beaftly paſhon. 

Therefore he muſtalwaies be mindfull to obſerue this 
honourable rule of diuers good and diſcreet Officers, 
who ſometimes doe ouer-ſce and winke at light faults, 
and proceed with a certaine modeſtic and lenitie, al- 
though in matters of greater inſolencie, with ſeuerizie. 

Notwithſtanding theſe and ſach like authorities, the 
F 2 Corpo- 
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Corporall oght to be no kefle obedient to euery leaft 
point of the Marſhall lawes : and in rankeand aray, orin 
other places where thoſe of greater gouernment be, he 
muſt performe and obſerue the part and dutie ofa priuate 
Souldier,and reraine like order and obedience: for where 
our betters be, the leſle giue place. 

\ But when alone with his ſquadron he is conduted to 
the place where he is to make watch and ward : then muſt 
he rake vpon him his office, and make pronilion of wood 
or coles, that he may alwaies haue fre burning in his 
corps of gard, aſwell in the day as in the night, and aſ- 
well inthe ſummer as in the winter : without which hee 
ouyhr neuer to keepe watch , becauſe it is a moſtneceſſa- 
rie munition for the Hargabuſiers , to light their match 
withall, and for other needfull reſpe&s. Likewiſe hee 
muft prouide for oyle, for candles for the night time, tor 
lant-hornesand ſuch like at the Sergeant Maiors hands, 
or of ſome others, whe haue charge to prouide tor thoſe 
things, andare accuftomed to diſtribute the ſame. If hee 
keepe his corps de gard inan open and plaineplace or o- 
therwile : he muſt conforme the company of his {qua- 
dron, according to the order appointed by his betrers: 
and with the moſt ſpeedy and artificiall manner that he 
can, muſt armeand tortifie with dirches, trenches, and 
ſentinels, the place where he muſt make his abode with 
this his ſmall band and troupe of ſouldiers, the better to 
reſiſt the enemies furie , or any ſurpriſe he might aſlaulr 
him withall, conlidering that ſometimes, yea and that ve- 
ry often, being ſet vpen, the Sentinels and corps de gard 
berepulſed and haue their throates cut,to the great diſtur- 
bance and vniuerſall domage of the whole Campe. He 


mult ordaine his watch inſucha place, that in the ſame 
| a 
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all times he may remaine waric and vigilant , placing 
himſelte in the moſt high and eminent ſeate of all the 
corps de gard , to the intent that hee may know and 
diſcerne in due time euery particular accident that (hall 
happen or ſucceede : and thereof immediately aduer- 
tiſe his Captaine of all, that he may prouide remedy 
with ſpeed, according as the caſe requires warily and ſe- 
crerly, euen at thecloſing of the night, vntill the bright 
ſpring ofthe Diana, and faire day-light : he muſt ordaine 
and place Sentinels, and often ſearch and vilite them, 
with theaide of two of the Captaines Gentlemen of his 
company, called of the 1:aliars Lan7e Spezzate, or might 
betcarmed more aptly, extraordinarie Lieutenants , that 
he may alwaies remaine vigilant and aſſured, tothe intent 
he be not aſſailed vnprouided, to his great domage, and 
before hecan giue warning of the enemie tothe campe, 
which doth rett and lie in ſafetie in that quarter where he 
is, vnder his charge, care, and diligence. In ſuch caſes he 
ought therefore to imploy the beſt men he hath, that hee 
ncuer reſt deceiued in a matter of ſo great importance, 
fince that of thoſe which be but meane Souldiers, or as I 
may well tearme them, negligent perſons, nothing elſe | 
is to be looked for at their hands , bur error, loſle, and 
danger. | 

Moreouer he muſt at the leaſt cauſe the third part of 
his ſquadron to remaine and ſtand continually armed ar 
all points, both night and day, conlifſting of greater or 
lefle quantity of people, according as the ſuſpition doth 
argue the neede of them to be ſmall or great : the Har- 
gabuſters hauing their flaskes and furniture tied to their 
irdles, and their peeces ready charged , that vpon a ſud- 
ane they may contend by skirmilh, accordingto _ 
F 3 


full occaſion, and readily reſiſt the enemie without lack- 
ing orany remiſſion of time, vntill all the ſquadron be 
put in order. 

He muſt be very circumſpeR, thatthe reftof the ſoul- 
diers weapons, and principally his owne, be laid vpand 
placedin ſuchorder, one kinde being diuided from ano- 
ther, thatin one inſtant they may be ſpecdily and readily 
armed : the which he muſt daily put in praQiſe,and inure 
chem withall, by fained alarmes, by ſpeciall commande- 
mentand of ſet purpoſe , which be moſt neceſlarie to be 
praQtiſed before hand for diuers honourable and impor- 
rant reſpe&s, worthy to be had in good conſideration. 

Thereforelet him haue and carie a continuall care, that 
theirarmes neuer remaine in any confuſed order, the 
which if he ſhould ſuffer, he ſhould find no doubt to be 
a great want : but the ſame may be preuented, and made 
ealie, by accommodating the Hargabulters in rancke one 
by one, vpona boord or banke : the Pikes and Corllets, 
in order reared and hanged vpon ſome wall or other apt 
placeinthe corps de gard, and vpon each particular wea- 
pon and peece, cuery ſouldicr ſhould haue a proper and 
ſpeciall marke before hand made whereby to know the 
ſame. He ougktdaily to inftru& his ſquadron euery one 
apart, how to handle the weapon wherewith they ſerue : 
the Hargabufter to charge and diſcharge nimbly , the 
Pikemanto tofle his pike with great dexteritie. 

Sentinels ought with great reaſon to be placed about 
the corps of gard, to the intent the ſame may be defen- 
ded and kept with more ſafety and ſecuritic. Hee him- 
ſelfear the cloſing of the night, muſt place the firſt Sen- 
tinel], and ſo conſequently the reft , inſtru&ing them or- 
derly what manner they haue to obſerue, and how wy 
ought 
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_ to gouerne themſelues in ſuch accidents as might 
inſae : whoare to remaine in Sentinell in winter and cold 
weather, but one houre, or two at the moſt : but in ſom- 
mer, two or three houres before they be changed : tor 
which reſpe&;,that euery one may betaxed with zquity, 
let him firſt make a uſt diuiſion of his number, according 
to the number of the honres in thenight , and following 
that proportion, let him ſeethe ſame performed, with- 
out fauouring or emitting any , the which hee may the 
more certainely performe, if the names of his Souldiers 
be written in aroll, and when the houre glalle hath runne 
their time ( which is neceflarie for him to haue in his 
corps de gard ) then to pricke their names, and place new 
in their roomes, ſo ſhall each Souldier be partaker of che 
tranaile, and reftmaruellouſly well ſatisfied. Bur for that 
in wars, canuiſados, ſurpriſes , ſallies, ſuch like caſualties 
and aduertiſements be infinite, I will keaue the reſt to his 
owne vigilant diſcretion, and ſuppoſe 1t needleſle to ad- 
uertiſe him of euery particular point ; more then thar [ 
haue and will couch in this my firſt booke of Xlitarie di- 
recHons, as caſes moſt proper for priuate Souldicrs. I 
therefore at this preſent thinke ir ſufficient fora Corpo- 
rall to know, thar it is neceflarie heſhould ſo diſpoſe the 
matter through his prouident prouilion , that all his peo- 
ple may be reduced into order, and already haue taken 
their weapons in their hands, befors the enemie giue 
charge vpon them. And therefore in time and place of 
ſuſpition and danper, he muſt place loft Sentinels with- 
out the warch-word, # good diltance off, from the corps 
degard, in places meftſuſpet. Bur in other places not 
needfull ſo much to be ſuſpeRted,and that be neerer him, 
he ought to ſer Sentinels with the watch-word,, fo farre 


One. 
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one ffom an other, as it ſhall ſceme vnto him reaſonable 
or requiſite, and that they may inuiron the ground one 
within the ſight of an other, or ſo that the enemy cannot 
enter, orany eſpion iſſue without their knowledge. If 
great occalion ſodemaund, let him place together one 
Hargabuſier, and one armed Pike , to the intent that the 
onemay keepe the cnemie farre off, and in a certaine ſort 
ſaſtaine his fury at the point of his pike, whilſt the Har- 
gabufier with the diſcharge of his peece, giues Armeto 
the corps de gard and campe, which exploic may be the 
berter performed, if a corporall-ſhippc of Pikemen bee 
ioyned rogether with an other of ſhut. Sometimes with- 
out making any noyſc or rumour, Arme is giuen tothe 
carnpe, for one of the two Sentinels may retirc,and make 
relation to the Corporall what hath appearcd,been lince, 
heard or happened, whereby he may ſpeed:ly wich grear 
ſilencegiue Armeto the gard, without leauing the place 
of the Sentinell diſarmed , which they oughtneuerto a- 
bandon, but at ſuch times as the eaemic is maniteſtly 
diſcouered, the occa{ion of thealarme being cerraine, at 
which time beingretired , they mult vnire rhemlelucs ro- 
gether with the Galdicrs of the gard, thar they may all 
wholy in one company execute thar-which'ſhall fall out 

beſt for their purpoſe, which is, toretire fighting or skir- 
mifhing to the campe; according to ordinarie cuſtome, 
notwithſtanding by the order and appointment ofthoſe 
which haue pgs: Ju fox commaund them , astheir Cap- 
taine, Sergeant maior, &c. but ncuer otherwile. 

He ought moreonerto be circumſpeR, thatin the bo- 
dy of the watcha ſolemne ſecret ſilence be kept, without 
ſinging, brawling, orany rumour or noiſe, and ſpecially 


inthe night, both in reſpe& of the enemic, to heare _ 
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thealarme is giuen, and to the intent that thoſe which 
reſtand ſleepe, andarenot yer in Sentinel{ , may be the 
more apt toreliſt and apply themſelues to theſe ations 
and exerciſes, which are required of them with vigilant 
watchfulneſle, ſince a man cannot without great dithcul- 
tie remaine without (leepe or reſt, any much longertime 
then our nature is accuſtomed by ordinarie courſe to 
beare, and therefore at the entrance of the corps de gard, 
he ought likewiſe to keepe a proper 9<ntinell apperrain- 
ing to the gard, that neither friend nor enemie comming 
out ofthe campe or elſewhere, ſhall be able to enter weth- 
out yeelding the watch-word : and in this ſort muſt the 
Corporall proceed, euen vntill the diaua bee ſounded 
through all the Campe. For other reſpe&ts, I finally re- 
ferre him to my following diſcourſe , which together 
with that written before , it is requiſite he haue in perfit 
memorie as well as the priuate ſouldier.

Six ſpecial Points appertaining to SOVLDIERS 


of all ſorts. 


T is written in the hiſtory of Petro Bizari, touching 

the incredible and maruellous obedience of the Tur- 

kilh ſouldiers, that a certaine Gentleman at his returne 

from Conſtantinople did declare vnto the Earle of Salma, 
that he had ſeene foure miracles in the Turkiſh domini- 

ons : Which was, firſt an infinite armiealmoſt withour 

number, confiſting of more then foure hundred rhou- 

land men, Secondly, that among(t ſo many men, he ſaw 

G not 
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not one woman. T hirdly , that there was no mention 
made of wine. And laft, at night when they had cried 
with a hie-voice Alla, which is God : there continued {o 
great a {ilence through the whole campe, that euen in the 
pauilions they did not ſpeake but with a low ſoft voice, 
a thing werthy to be admired,to the great ſhame of Chri- 
ſtians : thereforeif the Infidels obſerue ſuch ric diſci- 
pline, why ſhould not wee that be Chriſtians indeauour 
our {clues to ſurpaſſe them therein ? recommending our 
ſelues and affaires to God, with reuerence and filence, 
which I would wiſh to be continued vntill the diana, 
when together with the ſound of the drummes, the ſame 
might be with a cheerefull crie renued. Bat together 
with ſilence to ſer downe certaine other vertues , take 
them here as I hinde them written. 


SILENCE. 


In all places of ſeruice ſuch filence muſt be vſed, that 
ſouldiers may heare friends, and not be heard of enc- 
mies, as well in watch, ward, ambuſh, canuiſado,or any 
otherexploit : in which point conſiſteth oftentimes the 
ſafety or perdition of the whole campe.

| Such obedience muſt be vſed, that none regard the 
perſons butthe office to them appointed, diligently ob- 
ſeruing the ſame : any offending to the contrary , run- 
ning into the danger of the law , for longer then obedi- 
_ -4 viedaud maintained, there is no hope of good 
ucceſle. 
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CunCRETNESSE. 


Souldiers muſt be ſecret, and haue regard that they 
diſcloſe nothing, though ſometimes they vnderſtand the 
pretence of the higher powers. The Diſcloſers of ſuch, 
merite moſi cruell puniſhment. 


COBRIETY, 


In Sobriety conliſteth great praiſe to the ſouldiers, 
who vſiag the ſamearecuerin ſtate of preferment, ſuch 
regard their duties, and reproue the ra{hi Buli-bodies, 
Drunkards, &c. arc euer in y A of puniſhment. 


HaxDineEsSSa 


The Capraines and ſouldiers that be hardy of courage, 
be much auaileable in ſeruice, ſpecially ſuch as will pon- 
dcr what may be the end of their enterpriſe. Some in 
times paſt haue bardly giuenthe onſet, and after repented 
the ſame : but the praiſe of the aduiſed cannot bee ex- 
pretled, | 


Txvrua and Lorarry. 


The vertue of Loyaltie and IT ruth is farre exceeding 
my capacitie to write, the Practiſers of the contrary are 
not worthy of life, but to be ſoone adiudged. Subtile e- 
nemies approue to corrupt ſouldiers with gifts, and the 
Deuill ro entrap them with the ſweete intiling baites of 
leud libertie. But ſince the reward of truth is cuecrlaſting

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life, and the vntrue and diſſembler looſeth the ſame in 
continuall darkneſſe, I rruft none of our Countrey-men 
will learne the one for the other, will be falſe to his Soue- 


raigne, or flee from the aſſured piller of the true faith : 
from which God keepeall good louldiers, 


cons _ 
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How 4a Souldier may maintaine obedienc? , and keepe himſclfe 
in the fauonr and good prace of his Captaine. 


A Good Souldier ought to haue conſideration , that 
ſince due ordersand lawesare the aſſured founda- 
tion and ſtay of euery ſtate : and contrariwiſe, diſcord 
and diſobedience theruine of all Realmes: ſo that aboue 
all things a well goucrned Generall , and a carefull Cap- 
taine, ought prudently to fore-ſee that their Campe and 
Souldiers be paid and puniſhed with equall execution of 
juſtice, not reſpeRing perſon: yeelding tothe Offenders 
puniſhment, and reward to the vertuous : depreſhing 
vice, and exalting vertue : viing commendation to the 
good, and correction to theeuill,joyned with admonith- 
ments of magnanimirie, the which it they preuaile not, 
to chaſtiſe them : and as the good huſband doth plucke 
the weedes out of the good corne, to the intent thar 
they by their wicked and pernicious example, do not in- 
tet the reft, and conſequently doth prouide thar no faulr 
paſſe vnpuniſhed, nor no valorous a& vnrewarded : by 
which meancs he becomes feared, fauoured,obeyed, and 
beloued of all the armie : cuen ſo on the other lide, the 
good natured ſpuldier muſt euerhaue reſpe&to os __ 

Ongacs 
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bondes of modeſty towards his Superiour, and yeelde 
many thankes to God, that he hath giuen him ſoiuſt and 
vertuous a Captaine and Generall:, rowards whom hee 
muſt alwaies yceld like obedience, that the ſonne doth to 
the father, being bound ſo to doe by the diuinelaw,with- 
out ſhewing himſelfe oppoſite to the order of generall 
juſtice, nor vngratefull tor his receiued benefits, but con- 
tinually by his good guiding in the one and the other, 
giue his Captaine iuſt cauſeto loue and like well of him. 

Souldiers beeuer bound to obey the iuſtice and coin- 
mandements of their Superiours : and the Superiour 
likewiſe to embrace the obedience of his Souldiers, 
whilſt he doth ſee himſelfe honoured and obeyed of 
them, either in deedes or words,in carneſt or diflembling. 

Although the Generall or Captaine were a right Sar- 
danapalus, (o that his lawes be obeyed all things fall out 
well : whereforea Souldier ought with all his indeauour 
to be obedient to the law, with his whole heartloue his 
Captaine, and feare him with all his force. 

Cyr being cruel, couetous, miſerable,andan ExaGter 
of taxes, through iuſtice was beloucdand obeyd. 

Cambyſes, Marcus Cato, and Marcus Antonius , the two 
firſt being ſeuere and cruell, yet amongſt the Souldiers 
were maruellouſly fauoured :and the third, although hee 
was drowned in the deepe and gaping gulfe of Lechery, 
Gluttony, and riotous gaming, yet was he ſo beloued of 
hisarmie, that his Souldiers would haue ſuffered them- 
ſc]uesto be crucified, to haue done any thing gratefull 
vnto him, and that cheifly through his juſtice: and there- 
foreit behoues a Souldierto keepe inuiolate the Martiall 
lawes of the field. But to touch the cheifeſt meanes 
whereby a Souldier may be drawneto obey, to feare, and 

G@-3 loue 
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loue the Capraine, and altogether gaine his good liking 
and fauour, carie in minde what inſueth. 

Firſt, a Souldicr muſt preſume and perſwade himſelfe, 
that whatſoeuer he doth in ſecret, thar it ſhall come to 
the-knowledge of the Captaine , whether it be good or 
euill : which feare if he be wiſe, will reftraine him trom 
doing any thing pernicious , or againſt the Marſhall law, 
orthe miſliking ofthe Captaine, and ſo ought to reſt in 
continuall doubt, left his cuill deedes come to light, and 
to the cares of the ſuperiour Officers, that with the ſword 
of iuſtice, the rod of reuenge, and the ſcepter of rule, 
may and will chaſtice him. If he remember this, no 
doubt he will live modeſtly, in obſeruing thoſe lawes 
which are commanded by the Captaine and General! : 
for it behoues a ſouldier ſtil] co liue in ſuſpet, that ſpials 
_ andintelligencers be euer preſent at his elbow, which no 
doubt will accuſe him for his cuill behauiour : of which 
ſorta Captaine and Generall haue great ſtore to keepe 
oy Campe and Souldiers in continuall ſuſpicion and 

are, | 

A Souldier muſt ever ſhew himſelfe gratefull to his 
Captainein words and deeds, by remaining patient in his 
ations, and not to vie complaints in his ſpeeches ſuffer- 
ing with quiet contentation the penurie of viduals , if 
the Campe {hould want, cither through fault of the Ge- 
nerall, bareneſſe of the Countrey, or otherwiſe by his 
negligence, or through the malignitic of fortune, that 
neither by water nor land corne and viftuals can be 
brought to-them in ſafetic : wherefure we muſt weare out 
this want patiently, and not with a melancholike coun- 
tenance, make appearance of a wrathtull and furious per- 
ſon, by charging of the Chiefetaine operly with thoſe 
wants: 
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wants: for which proceeding,let him aſſure himſelfe that 
ke ſhall be eſteemed of euery man an inſolent, ſeditious, 
aud impatient ſouldier. Murmure not againſt thy Cap- 
raine with thy tongue, but rather lament in thy heartthy 
enill fortune, reſting content with that portion of viduals 
his Sergeant ſhall giue thee for that day. Seeme ioytull 
whilſt thy Captaineis merry, and ſorrowtull when he is 
gricucd, yeelding comfort and conſolation , together 
with faithfull counſell, as the cauſe requireth. 

Shew not thy ſelfe full of wrath and malcontent, for 
want ofthy wonted pay , alchough thou maniteſtly per- 
ceiue the ſame ro proceed of the couetouſneſle of thy 
Captaine : bur difſemble and ſhew him ſo gratefull a 
countenance, thathe thereby may be moued to pay the 
band, ifnotall, at the leaſt part. If theſe delayes proceed 
not by his fault, and that therefore hee laments thy lin- 
gring want: make free offer vnto him to ſuffer all lacke 
and diſcommoditie to pleaſure him withall : whereby he 
ſhall be maruellouily moued, and much more bound to 
louca curteous ſouldier, 

Doe not moleſt him with demaunding more ſuccour 
and preſt-money, then thou haſt need of, yea and that 
when needy force conſtraines. | 

Report notany thing but that which is profitable and 
benchciall for the publike State: for otherwiſe thou ſhalt 
be accounted a malicious DetraQtour, inſolent, and in- 
ſupportable, making rehearſal ofeuery little trifle, wher- 
by hatred is gained in exchange of gaining fauour. Faile 
neuer in the diligent execution of thy duty , and make 
ſhew of thy forwardnele, euen purpoſely with the firlt, 
cuen in thoſethings that appertaine not te thy charge. 

Diſobey not the Captaines or Generals precepts, nor 

| withſtand 
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withſtand the martiall lawes : neither affirme that any 

thing is euill wrought which is done, for it appertaines 

not toa ſouldierto reprehend : but to a Councellor to 
admoniſh: Do not importune thy Captaine to reward 
thy trauell and ſeruice , bur atrend his liberalitie : tor if 
thou become importunate, he will likewiſe become AMar- 
£5 Craſſus, who atthe firſt viing great liberality, being 
continually and ouermuch craued , became art the laſi 
EXireame COuetQus. 

Preſent him neuer with any thing, ſpecially with any 
thing of vaJue: for thy captaine which hath no neede 
of that which isthine, and perceiuing thee to preſent him 
that which is not correſpondentto the merite of his wor- 
thineſle will efteemethe ſame to be done in manner of 
merchandiſe, as proceeding of craft : butif thy Captaine 
demaund any thing vnder ſhew of praiſing and com- 
mending the ſame, or the beautie thereof, it is then re- 
quilite that the ſame be liberally beſtowed vpon him, it 
being a curteous demaund , which hee commonly will 
magnificently recempence, as did Artaxerxes. 

Accept neuer any thing of thy enemy ſouldier , nei- 
ther receiueany letter, yea if it ſhould betrom thy father, 
without licence of thy Captaine Generall, as a thing 
which only appertaines to Councellors and Chieftaines : 
forthy Captaine would becomeiealous ouer thy fideli- 
tie, ſuſpeRing that thou wert corrupted. T here is ano- 
ther note, ſpecially to aduertiſe all ſouldiers of, that they 
doe not ralhly, neither of purpoſe difdaineto be gouern- 
edand commaunded of a Captaine, which is perchaunce 
of no auncient houſe, as an infinite number of fond and 
preſumptuons fellowes doe now adaies : who being rude 
and ruſticall Clownes, diſdaine to be guided by Cap- 

| raines, 
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_ taines, whoſe valour and vertue, and not whoſe auncient 
fiocke, hath giuen them that degree, being aſcended to - 
ſo high honour by the ſteps of vertue : for I haue ſeene 
ſomethar but lately haue lett their nedles, theirhammers, 
and their ſpades, hauing ſcarce ſeenea ſmall skirmilh, but 
that they preſume themſelues to be expert Souldiers,and 
will ſay, whatis my Captaines valour more then mine ? 
Is not he of baſe degree as well as I ? not conlidering that 
we beallſ prung out of one ſtocke, but that our valour 
and vertue hath made vs noble , as hath beene verified in 
diners Princes, Kingsand Emperours , as Caius Maris, 
Luciue Duintus Cincinat ts, Attilius Collatinus, Valentinia- 
n1us, Maximinianus, Franciſco Carmoguaolo, Iulian Romero, 
and Mondragon, belides diuers others moe, which atthis 
day doeliue, being exalted by the degrees and way of 
vertue, to the tippe of ſuch praiſe as is moſt conuenient 
to worthy Captaines : and therefore no ſouldierought to 
diſdaine to be gouerned by ſuch,whoſe vertue hath made 
noble their mindes. 

And morcouer, if any ſach a one thatis become Cap- 
taine, cither by meanes ot fauour or vertue, bee blotted 
with ſome vice or defe&t, yet wee ought not to diſobey 
him : for Ceſar was ambitious, great Alexandera Drun- 
kard ; Harmiball vnfaithfull, cruell , and without religion; 
Fabius Maxim by lingring eſteemed a Coward ; Marcel- 
liz ralh and vnaduiſed: And thereforealthough thy Cap- 
taine be accounted moſt vicious yet if he know how to 
gouerne and guide his charge, a ſouldier muſt obey him, 
and neither calumniouſly reprehend him , nor corruptl 
imitate and obſerue his vices, but duely and dire&ly ful. 
fill his precepts : ſo that no ſouldier or Gentleman, of 
what Great-houſe ſocuer, ought to dildaine to be com- 

manded 
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manded of ſuch as haue riſen by vercue, tothe height of 
honour, neither any man, how great of linage ſocuer he 
. be, todiſdaine to accept lefle degrees then a Capraine. 
For thoſe be the ſteps by the which he muſt aſcend vnto 
higher dignirtie, as many auncient and noble perſonages 
haue done, who from inferiour degrees by littleand little 
haue come to ſuperiour , whereot the great Emperour 
Cains Inlius Ceſar may be example: who being borne of 
a noble-houſe amongſt the Romares, was firſt choſen 
Pretorin Spaine ( a bale office in reſpe of his worthy 
panmenge ) as being reputed vnworthy of any greater 
ofhce.

86 1tem, it that any namber of ſouldiers be comman- 
ded, arid placed by the head Captaines, to defend or keep 
any citie, tower, caſtle or fort, or any other place, and 
they being ſharpely aſſaulted by the encmie, once, twice, 
or thrice, or oftner, in this caſe the law of Armes is, thar 
the Lord Generall ſhallallow, and pay vnto ſach a num- 
ber of Souldiers but ordinarie wages : neither is there by 
law of armes any thing more due vnto them: Andif the 
faid caſtles, towers, or fortreſle, ſhall be 1d or be be- 
traied by the ſaid Captaine, Officers, or ſouldiers , or 0- 
. therwiſe yeelded , without the commandment of the 
Prince, or at neppolaizen: of the Generall : ſhallbe 
as falſe Traitors vſed. 

87 1tem, if any Captaine, Lieutenant , Sergeant, 
Corporall, or other Officer, or ſouldiers, giue into the 
hands of the encmie, any citie, fortreſſe, tower, or place 
of defence, dothincurre , as I haue faid, the danger of 
death,if he by chance be not more then conſtrained to 
deliuer vp the ſame, or that ir is like a man of yalour 
would haue done ſo: and therefore they ought neuer to 
abandon theplace, for words or letters of the enemie, 
| neitherattheſight of the invironing campe: for it is not 

lawfull for the Caſtellane to leaue his Caſtle, if he haue 
victuals, men, and munition, or doth hope for ſuccours. 
Therefore reſpe& is to be had , which muſt be holden as 
a Maxime, that where the place may be defended by al- 
fault without batterie, that ar leaſt one aſlault is to be a- 
bidden, and mo to be aſpeed if it bepoſſible : andif it 

can 
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can ſuffer batterie, they muſt abide at the leafta volce of 
Canons: andif the placebe ſo weake that it cannot ſu- 
ſtaine, neither the one nor the other, and thatit be farre 
' diſtant from ſaccours: to yeeld doth merit neither pu- 
niſhmentof the Prince,nor of the enemie : but otherwiſe 
being of force, able to ſuſtaine rhe enemies fturie, and 
cowardly or traiterouſly to deliuer the ſame, merites 
death of the oneand the other. 

88 Items, if there be any citie , caſtle or other fort, 
yeelded vp by theenemie, without expugnation : there 
ſhall no man be ſo bold to enter into the ſaid place, ts 
ſpoile or otherwiſeto kill or doe any outrage, without 
leaue of the Generall, vpon paine of theloſle of his lite. 

89 1tem, there ſhall no man depart out from the pre- 
cintof the campe, with any bootie or ſpoile, without 
leaue of the chicfeſt Officers or head Capraine, vpon the 
paine of the loſle of his life. 

90 /tem, if any man forfeare forſaketh the place ap- 

inted him to fight in, and for feare throweth downe 

is weapon, the Officers or Souldiers may kill him with- 
out any danger. 

91 tems, if any man ſaying that he hath done ſame 
wrothy thing in fight, and it be proued contrary, hee 
ſhall be puniſhed. 

92 /tem, if a Regiment, or Band, ſhall by mutinies 
or otherwiſe incurre the lJawes of the field , it is requiſite 
and neceflary , forthatall ſhall notbe put to death , that 
eucry mans name be taken and put into a bagge, and that 
thetenth Lot ſhould be executed : The which alchough 
eucry man doe not feele, yet neuertheleſle he ſhall feare 
the cuent. 

93 1temv, at ſuch times as the Generall or Captaine

94 Item, that each Corporall, and other Officer, 
ſhall hane either in written hand or print, theſe Martiall 
lawes, and this booke, wherein a private Souldter is in- 
ftruted , bought and prouided ar the charges of the 
whole ſquadron out of their pay, tothe end that it being 
continually repeated to the Souldiers, no man may plead 
ignotance, but receiue condigne puniſhment according 
_ to his offence. | 

95 Item, that euery Captaine, Lieutenant, Enligne- 
bearer, Sergeant or Corporall, ſo often as their bands, 
ſquadrons, and ſouldiers enter into ward , ſhall appoint 
the Clarke of the band or ſome one that can read, once 
in the day or in the night, to read vnto the company 
(thatmuſt attentiuely giue care) not onely theſe Martiall 
lawes here ſet downe, but alſo all the courſe of theſe 
direftions belonging to apriuate ſouldier, Corporall, &c. 
contained in this beoke, fer their inftruttions , vnder 
paine of open puniſhment by the Generall, or Marſhall. 

96 1tem, thatthe foreſaid Officers after one tivelue 
monthes feruice, wherein the ſouldier hath had ſufhcient 
expericence,and is inured in theſe precepts and dire&ions, 
thzy {hail even; as the Schoole-maſter doth the children, 
call cuery one particularly ro account , .and examine 
them ſeuerely herein, and to eſteeme thoſe for old and

97 1tew, if there be any man that {hall infring, and 
not maintaine, contirme, and to his power diligently 
and dutitully keepeand obſerue thele articles aforeſaid, 
ſuch ihalias periured perſons with all ſeueritie be puniſh- 
ed : Andif any fouldicr or ſouldiers ſhall oftend in any 
manner of thing that doth belong and appertaine to the 
dutic of a ſouldier, whereof there is no mention made 
in theſe articles, ſuch an Offender ſhall be puniſhed at the 
diſcretion of the Marſhall of the field and General. 

Theſe articles muſt be openly read in the preſence of 
the chiefe Captaines , by the Notary or Scribe of the 
Court, and after that they be read, the Oath ſhall be mi- 
niftred vnto euery-man by the Pretorin this wiſe, or the 
like words, to the ſame end and purpole : ſpeaking vnto 
the whole company, and ſaying ; my brethren and 
friends, thatare heere preſent,you haue heard the articles 
of our Soucraigne, containing the chiete and principall 
pvints of ourrightsand lawes of the fielde , and of che 
Oath, and the manner thereof, which enery Souldier 
ought to take. All you that doe meane faithfully and 
valiantly to obſerue, maintaine, fulfll, confirme , and 
keepe the foreſaid Articles, let him heere now either 0- 
penly refuſe ro. bea. Souldier , or with mee hold vp his 
tinger, and ſay after me. | | 

All theſe Articles which haue beene open]y red vato 
vs, we hold and allow as ſacred and good, and thoſe will 
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wee truely and ſtoutly confirme , fulfill , maintaine, 
and keepe ſo helpe vs G O D, and his diuine word,

Theſe Articles with others, which for tediouſnefle I 


omit, would be publiſhed , ſome vpon paine of death, 
{one with greater, and ſome with leſſe puniſhment, to 
euery onethatdoth offend, without any remiſſion or for- 
iueneſle, or regard of bloud, degree, ki dred, or friend- 
ſhip : ſpecially at the beginning to lie in campe, whereby 
thearmiemay the better be ſet in good order, and to 
make it fearefull of God, ofuftice, and of the Generall, 
wah own and _ Ki Se 
- Theexecution hereof only appertaineth to the 
of the Campe, for the Les Sokat , anddetermi- 
ningofthe cauſes of iuſtice vnder the Cenerall, as the 
Lieutenant of a city or towne, Depntie for the Prince. 
Forthe maſter of the campe is the chicfe of the orders, 
who bath place inthe fielde in many things as principall 
nextto the Generall who hath the chiefe gouernmentin 
pitching the campe, and diſlodging. 
Briefly from the Generall downward, it is the greateſt 
charge and burden thatis inthe armie , and therefore it is 
ailire that hee haue good knowledge and remem- 
brance ofall the Orders whereby the warres is to be go- 


uerned, and thathe be of good praftiſe and experience, 
and duely 0 


beyed. 

But ſuch coll as are capitall and of great importance, 
ſhould be-heard and determined by the Generall and his

Briefe Notes of other meane offices, as Drummes, Fifes, 
Surgeons, and the Clarke of the Baxd. 


Rummes and Fifes muſt be choſen of able qualities 
and perſonage; ſecret and ingenious, skilfull in the 
ſound and vling of their inftruments, which muſt warne 
as the mouth of a man to all intents of ſeruice, diligent in 
times conuenient toinftru&tSouldiers in the ſame, that 
none by ignorance negle& their duties. Theſe be often- 
times ſent on meflages, importing charge, which of ne- 
cefhitic require languages , ſomtimes to ſummon or com- 
mand the enemies torender, ſometimes carie ranſomes, 
or redeeme, or condud Priſoners. Many other things 
to thera doe appertaine, as before is rehearſed &c. . 
A Chyrurgion is neceſlarie to be had in euery band, 
who ought to be an honeſt man, ſober, and of good 
counſell, skill in his ſcience, able to heale and cure all kind 
of ſores, wounds, anderiefes : totake a bullet out of the 
fleſh and bone, and to [lake the fire of the ſame, and thar 
he haue all his tooles and inſtruments with other nece(- 
fary ſtuffe, as oyles, balmes, falues, ſtepres, roulers, bol- 
ters, ſplenters, and all other things to the ſcience belong- 
ing, whichalſo ought to haue courage for his patient, and 
allowed ſtuffe, he ſhall readily imploy his induſtrie ypon 
the ſoreand wounded, and not intermedling with others, 


to his owne charge noiſome. Fach be placed with the 
Enſigne, 
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Enfigne, and lodged neere to the ( 


Captaine, and neete 
their baldrickes in-time of fight, which by law of the 
field is their.charter. | | 
The Clarke of a band wenld be a man choſen of a dil. 
crecte behauiour, ſuch a oneas hath the vſe of his penne 
and skilfull in Arithmetike, who muſt have a booke in the 
which he muſt write all the names ofthe Souldiers apper- 
raining to the band, diuiding euery weapon by them- 
ſclues, thatthey may be the readier to be muftred, and 
otherwiſeto be placed in order of march , at watch and 
ward the clarke muſt be attentive with his booke, te call 
very mans name, to ſee who is abſent, and that certi- 
ficate thereof be made vnto the Captaine , who mult as 
before is rehearſed, without ſicknefle or ſome licenceof 
the head Officers ſee him or them puniſhed to the exam- 
- ple of all others. He muſt ſometimes inthe watch and 
ward read vntothe ſouldiers, the Military lawes and di- 
reQions, cauſing firft a ſolemne ſilence to be made, and 
then proceed in reading, examining, and conferring with 
euery particular and common ſouldier, touching his me- 
morie of theſe things, for his full inftruftion. Alſo the 
Clarkeis to take charge of the Captaines munition, who 
ſeeing it deliuered vnto the ſouldiers,muſt take note how 
much is delinered, vnto whom , and what day of the 
moneth iris deliuered, with the priſe. Likewiſe he muſt 
repairetothe Clarke ofthe vituals,and by the Captaines 
warrant receiue ſuch bread, beere and other vi&uals, as is 
to be had, and to deliueritto thoſe that ſhall be thought 
by the Captaine to be of credit, to vituall the band by 
e Princes price, and to taketickets of them as well for 
thatic is deliuered vnto them, as what they doe deliuer 
vnto ſouldiers. Alſo he muſt inthe Captaines nameand 


by 
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by his warrant repaire vnto the Merchants and other Ar 
tificers, and take ſuch wares as the Officers and ſouldiers 
haue geed of, who muftar the pay :day-by the Captaine 
be anſwered. Alſo prouided thatthe ViQtualler allowerh 
but the Souldier ſix-pence a day, the ouerplus goeth to 
their paiment of furniture and apparell. 

The Clarke muſt oft peruſe the tickets to ſee that no 
more be deliuered then their wages come to , thar the 
Captaines thereby receiueno loſle. The Clarke oughtto 
inquire when any be departed this world, alſo when any 
be {laine, and diſcharged the band, and to make a juſt 
note thereof, whereby certificate may be made to the 
Mufter-maſter , that the Prince in no waies may be hin- 
dered, neither the Captaines by the Vicuallers receiue 


. any detriment or lofle. Finaly, he maſt ypon the report 


of the Corporals or other Officers ; finde and procure of 
theCapraines, reliefe forthe ficke , and wounded Soul- 
diers and Priſoners , which ought to be redeemed out of 
the enemies hand, 
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The Prelates charge that takes care of SOVLDIERS 
of the B A N De 


O knit vp this firſt diſcourſe of Militarie DireQi- 
ons,and Martiall lawes, ſpeciall care muſt be had tb 
prouide one man amongſt the many ſcores of Souldiers, 
that may gouerne and dire& in ſpirituall cauſes, who 
| oughtto be wile, learned, honeſt, ſober, patient, and of 
exemplar life : who mult _ vp daily praiers ga _ 
whole 
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whole companie, muſt inſtrutchem to be penitent and 
to reſtore to euery man his right : ro communicate in 
Catholike and Chriſtian manner, ſo often as they can, 
chiefly at ſpeciall times appointed by the Church,and be- 
fore any dangerous attempt, to fcede them with hole- 
ſome foode of learned. inttruftions, wherein they may 
learnc how to liue, and ſo conſequently to teach their 
companies their duties towards God and their Prince, 
and to giue ghoſtly counſcll and ſpirituall reliete vnto the 
ficke 23s of weake in body or in conſcience, and that 
ſuch be wellarmed' with ſpiricuall armour, that is, with 
you ktiowledge and good living, ready to perſwade 

m mantully co withttand theirenemies , the fleſh, the 
deuill, the world and deſperation , putting them in ſure 
hopethrough the equitie of their cauſe, their conformi- 
tie tothe Church, and their firme faith in our Sauiour Ie- 
ſus Chriſt, to enter into the campe of euerlalting i, 
where they {hall ride gin. the Souldicrs on white 
Horſes, clothed in white and pure filke , crowned with 
bright triumphant garlands, as the Scriptures doe witnes. 
This and ſuch like belongs vnto ſuch perſonages as take 
care of the ſouldiers in a warlike band. 

Now then to conclude, and to make an end of my 
firſt diſcourſe, I would wiſh all valiant minded ſouldiers, 
carefully to carrie in minde thoſe precepts which are pro- 
per and due vnto a priuate Souldier, which I partly haue 
colleted and ſet downe in this ſhort pamphlet, thar 
| when heſhall be called vntoan hier office, he may deſer- 
uedly aſcend thethird tep of Martiall office, and ſo by 
degrees riſe tathe height of ſupreame gouernmenr.

ether weapons thar-belongs to Souldiers , is of greateſt 

honour and credite : and truely, whoſoeuer doth carie 

| and manage the ſame weapon well and with good grace, 
doth makea very beautifull and pleaſant ſhew to the Be- 
holders, and chiefly when it is caried vpon the ſhoulder, 
ſuſtained arid ſupported with a good grace, and the hand 
that doth ſuſtaine it be on that ſide the ſhoulder where it 
is placed, and with i{ Gombedoalto, 

They muſt likewiſe be aduertiſed which march in the 
formolt rankes, ifthey be vpon the right ſide, to hold 
their Pikes continually in marching in theright hand, and 
_ the right ſhoulder without euer changing it: and ſo 
likewiſe being vpon the left {ide of the ranke, to hold it 

alwaies vpon the left ſhoulder : thoſe that be inthe midſt 
of the rankes haue libertie to vie thar ſide that is beſt for 
their commoditie, either vpon the right or left hand, and 
to moue their Pikes from ſhoulder to ſhoulder at their 
choiſe and pleaſure : It is true that theiuſt carying of the 
Pike of thoſe that march in the midſt of the rankes, is to 
hold ir vponthe left ſhoulder, and to carie their right 
hand behind vpon their dagger, or vpon their ſide, and 
ſo generally all, as well they that be in the midſt , as thoſe 
that be in the head of the rankes are to obſerue this or- 
L 2 der, 
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der, to carie that hand which is atlibertie behinde them, 
or ypon their ſides, Let him march then with a good 
grace, holding vp his head gallantly , his pace full 
of grauitie and ſtate, and ſuch as is fit for his per= 
ſon, and let his body bee ftraight and as much vp- 
| right as is poſhble, and that which moſt imports, is 
that they haue alwaies theireies vpon their compan'ons 
which are in ranke with them, and before them going 
iuſt one with rhe other, and keeping perfit diſtance with- 
out committing errorin the leaſt pace or ſtep, and euery 
pace and motion with one accord and conſent, they 
oughtto makeat one inſtant time. And in this ſort all 
the rankes entirely areto go, ſometimes ſoftly, ſomtimes 
faſt, accordirig tothe ſtroke of the dramme. The heele 
and tippe of their pikes would bee equally holden, 
both of length and height, as neere as 1s pofhble, to 
auoide that they fall not out to be by bearmg them 
otherwiſe , like vnto organ-pipes, ſome long, ſome 
ſhort. The meaſure and proportion thereof, to hold 
the heel2 of the Pike is this : It is neceflaric for him 
to haue an eye to the ranke that doth march before 
him, and ſo carie the Butt-end or heele of his pike, 
that it may bee juſt ouer againſt the ioynt of the hamme 
of the ſouldier, that in march ſhall be ſtraight before 
him : and ſo cucry one from hand to hand mult ob- 
ſerue the proportion of that height, that is right be- 
hind vpon the ioynt of the knee, for by doing ſo 
they ;cannot commit error , carying in their march 
that legge that is vnder thar arme thar ſuſtaines and 
caries the Pike of iuſt and euen- proportion , by mou- 
ing their pace right vnder the 'ſtafte of the Pike, go- 
ivg in their march , as I haue faid before, iuſt and

fice, tothg end he be not found therein irreſolite and 

_—_— : and that likewiſe he iaile not in the ready per- 
orming of any enterpriſe, when Martiall attaires do call 
him forth to putthe ſame in execution. 

» Firſtof allitis very requiſite that he haue moſt perhitly 
in memorie, the number of all the ſouldiers of the band, 
and diſtintly with what weapons they are armed , what 
quently of Corſlets and Pikes, how many armed and 

ifarmed carie ſhort weapons, what number of Harga- 
bulters wich murrians and without, how many musket- 
eares, how many light armed pikes and targets ofproofe, 
that the better and more addy vpon a ſodaine, hee may 
put the company in order. 
He muſt euer plant the beſtarmed in placeg moſt necel- 

farie, asatthe front and backe, the right and left ſide uf a 
ſquare. The firftranke in ordinarie Jong marching, the 
targets of proofe muſt go-in as a ready cover and bul- 
warke againſt the enemies ſhot: next to them the musket- 
eares, then the Hargabuliers, and after them thearmed 
and light pikes : amidſt whoſe rankes he muſt at all times 
place the Enligne , garded with Halberds or bils, and 
then againe the light armed and armed pikes, hargabule 
and musket-eares, and laſt of all targets of proote : by 
this equality of duiſion, the whole band ar one inſtant 
ſhall be ready to receiue any ſuddaine ſurpriſe of the ene- 
mie. T he Sergeant carrying theſe things in his minde, 
having laid adiltin& plac, he may very ealily vary ow 
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forme and order as he ſhall be appointed, and as the 
ſituation of the place doth require, or the accidents of 
warre doe conſtraine. | 

He muſt never worke vnwarily , or at all aduentures, 
and tending to no determined purpoſe, as thoſe that doe 
not remember the perfit rules and reckonipgs of their 
office , whereof there be now adaies ouer many , for 


| whenitis neceſlary for themto alter their order, and that 


perforce they mult quite change the forme and falhion 
that then they obſcrue, they know not which way to be- 
ginne. Therefore to the end. his orderand rankes may 
be to the purpoſe duely and direly changed, and with 
facilicie diſpoſed : let him euer difſeuer and diuide one 


 partof his weapons from an other, cauſing euery one to 


turne and enter into their rankes and order by them- 
ſelues, ſo ſhall hee proceed in taking away, ſetting for- 
ward, and intermixing one ſort of rankes within ano- 
ther very orderly. And thereby the full proportion of 
his band ſhall be framed, as he hath determined,or as it is 
deuiſed by-him that commands, either in marching for- 
ward and backward , or in turning without diſorder, 
by 3. 5. 7.0r 9. inaranke, as the Lieutenant, Captaine, 
or Sergeant mator appoints. | 
He ought euer to beware that in ordering the rankes, 
and appointing the ſoldiers their places, that they begin 
not'to make debate,or ſtomacke one another for dignitie 
of place; the which doth oftentimes fall our to their 
great annoy and damage, and the Officers tedious toile : 
For inenterpriſes of great importance, euen in the pre- 
ſence ofthe invading enemy, ſome vaine-glorious fel- 
lowes are accuftomed to ſtrive for the chicfeft places : 
the which roomes by all reaſon, and of dutie appertaine 
0 
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to the beſt armed, and not to any others, whoſe vnruly 
ralhnes may bethe ruine'of the whole band. Theretore 
fir and conuenient places areto be obſerued with humi- 
licie,the naked in their places, and the armed in theirs : 
But to touch one point, which we haue already ſpoken 
of, I iudge it moſt conuenient that the armed (thoſe tor 
$kirmiſh excepted) muſt remaine in maine ſtands and 
batrailes,as ſome ſay, to abide by the ſtake, who ought to 
be ſo well armed, as they may beare and ſupport the 
blowes of their enemies, and reliſtany furious charge, ei- 
ther of horſemen or footmen : whereas belide their well 
ordered ranks, by reaſon they be armed , they make a 
more gallant ſhow ; giuing courage to thy owne pcople, 
and dilcouraye to the enemie, and in proofe are more 
profitable than the difarmed, who remaining in their 
roomes,ihe contrary ſucceeds. 

The Sargeant of the Company muſt haue ſpeciall re- 
gard when victuals cannot be had for money,by forrage 
or otherwiſe,to make repaire rogither with the Clarke of 
the Band, to the principall munitions, that his ws. 
taſte not of famine z and from thence procure to haue ſo 
much as he well can, oras is conuenient, and according 
to his receiued order,ſo muſt hedepart and diſtribute al 
manner of munitions amongſt the Corporals, that euery 
one of them may giue to their ſoldiers their portions. 

The like ought he to vſe, touching powder for the 
Harquebulters and musketiers, lead for bullets, match 
for them to burne, and ech thing elſe whereof they haue 
neede, to the end they may alwaics remaine in order, 
and be very well prouided and ſtored,as neereas is poſh- 
ble,and as is moſt conuenient; and to perſwade the ſol- 


dier that to gaine a place of more account, he will ſpare 
M his 
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his pay to arme himſelfc the more brauely. He muſt 
likewiſe haue diligent eye, that the ſaid munition of 
match and powder be conſerued warily from wetting, 
and kept with a ſpeciall ſpare from vntimely ſpending: 
for this prouident precept doth import very much in all 
enterpriſes,by reaſon that the negligence of the Sargeant, 
touching this neceſlarie fore-{ight and care, hath bin the 
cauſe that the ſhor haue not bin able readily to performe 
their duties according to the appointed determinations, 
oras neceſhtie did require,by reaſon of their vawary kee- 
ping their munition in wet weather, or their generall 
want through vaine miſpence, by which meanes many 
and moſt notable errors Love ſucceeded of great lofle & 
moment, and to the hinderance, ſhame, and totall ruine 
of a whole company or campe. 
Therefore it is moſt expedient that the Sargeant,togi- 
ther with the ſcucrall Corporals, do diligently and nar- 
rowly examine, viſit,ſearch, and view the proper flaskes, 
tuch-boxes, pockets, and other places where the ſoldiers 
- are accuſtomed to carry and keepe their powder and 
match , and peruſe diligently all thoſe things without 
negligence,fayning, or fauouring: diuers haue receiued 
great ignominie and ſhame in their office, for want of 
the performance thereof : whereas by carrying a contrary 
care, they haue bin vniuerſally well thought of,and com- 
mended of all good ſoldiers and valiant Captaines. 
Therefore as occaſion doth ſerue and offer, he may ad- 
moniſh,put in minde, and reprehend with dexteritie the 
ſoldiers vnder his charge and; guiding. To him it apper- 
raines to lay his helping hands abcutall chings neceffarie 
zor his compan y,as well in prouiding forthem,as diſpen- 

cing, or deterring neceſſary charges, except for the wor 
uilton 
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viſion and diuiding of lodgings, which is the office of 
the Furrier or Harbinger, who ought to be very traQta- 
ble, diligent, and altogether officious, not being parciall 
to any one for peculiar profit or pleaſure, and therefore 
it is neceſlary a Sargeant ſhould know how to write, for 
it is hard by memory to diſcharge his charge. 

The Sargeant muſt be careſull toaccompanie, at the 
houre appointed, the guard tothe place of the watch, in 
going vp and downe alongſt their flanks when he hath 
placed them in order, to ſee them keepe due diftance, 
make the Laumband, march in ſtraight line with their 
ranks, carry their armes in conformable proportion; and 
if vpon pleaſure they giue a volee of (hor in paſhng, to 
aduertiſe them to doe it orderly with due forme, one 
ranke after another, as they oaſſe ouer againlt the Gene- 
rall, or other great officer or perſonage and not in a con- 
fuſed ſort alrogither,or by peeces. When he is arriued 
at the Corps of guard, and hath placed eucry one in or- 
der, and prouided for all things neceſlarie for the watch 
ot that night, he muſt then giue his aduife and counſell 
to the Corporalls, that they keepe good order in their 
Sentinels; yez ſometimes and very oten, it is good that 
he himnſelfe aide them to choſe out the moſt fit places tor 
them to ſtand in, to the end that the circuit of ground, 
which fora!l their ſaferies is to be kept, may be conueni- 
ently guarded. 
 Atthe ioyning ofthe day and the night, or ſomwhat 
later, he ſhall ſecretly giue the Corporalls the watch- 
word, with the which they are to gouerne the guard as 
well by night as day : the which word by the command- 
ment of his Captaine, hee muſt procure the Sargeant 
major to giue him, or of ſome other that ſhall haue the 
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. charge to giue the ſame for want of his preſence, or in 


place of this great officer, 

' Hemuſtarmehimſelte in ſuch ſort, that he be no leſſe 
apt than any other ſoldier to be able at time of neede, 
both to detend himſelfe, and offend the enemie: touch- 
ing which effet, Duke 0auio Farpeſe in the expedition 
of 12090 footmen, and 609 horſemen, which Paul the 
third, Pope of Rome, ſent into Germanic againſt the Re- 
ligion, did diſpoſe that all the Sargeants of his bands 
ſhould arme themſclues wich Harquebuſes and murri- 
ans ; ſaying, that ſo great a number of valiant men being 
Sargeants, as was in ſo greatan afſembly and expedition 
of ſuch importance, it was neither good nor commen- 
dable, that they ſhould onely be armed with their Hal- 
bcrds, and therefore he ought ro haue his page or Mu« 
chacho ſecond him wich thoſe furnitures : neither ſeems 
it inconuenient, but hauing placed in order all things 
pcrtaining to his office, that he place himſclfe in ranke 
with the reſt of the ſoldiers, yet in ſuch a place as he may 
ealily depart fromthence when neceſhitie cals him away, 
to refoarme or vic remedic to any diiorder he vnder- 
ftands of. 

| Hemuſtwith dexteritie proceed in reprehending and 
exhorting the ſoldiers to keep their due ord:r, and not 
to dilbandand ſtray abroad,but vpon needtull and law- 


full occaſions, and to take order in all other particular 


points, which are requilite to be obſerued for the honor 
and profit of the Company, which things are chiefly to 
be parmar and obſerued by other officers. 

ethim beware andabſtaine from beating of ſoldiers 


at any time, that thereby he grow not odious : forit is 


not conuenient nor come] y for an officer to ſtrike a ſol- 
| Tae dier, 
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dier, for thereby he ſo offends, that he doth incurre the 
paine to receiue puniſhment for ſo doing,of his Captaine 
or the Maſter of the Campe. | \ 

He muſt be diligent, carefull, and vigilant in all his at= 
faires ; for in this office, diligence and dexteritie is both 
tothe purpoſe and moſt neceſlarie. 

Ir is neceſſarie he be alwaies conformable vnto the 

Sargeant mator, by imitat:on and obedience in ation, and 
like his ſhadow, to ſecond him in all his doings ; of 
whom be may alwaies receiue information and order of 
all ſach things as be neceſlarie for ſeruice of his band : 
and ot him he may learne to proceed by contormitie, in 
that which is conuenient for his office. For he that is in 
company with men of vertue and valour,that be of more 
excellent qualicie than he himſelfe, ſhall cuer reape ſome 
profit; and the rather for that he is bound tobein the 
ſight, and neere about the Sargrant major, at all ſuch 
times as any thing is to be done, where he ought with a 
good eare, and diligent eye, giue ready attendance, to 
execute ſuch commithon as ſhall be giuen him ; eſpeci- 
ally thoſe which appertaines to the ordering ot the 
rankes, and euery thing elſe whatſocuer, without doing 
any thing vpon his owne indgment, but conterre with 
thar great othcer, towards whom he muſt alwaies be 
courteous and conformable z and with an obedient and 
beneuolent minde diligently imitate him. 

I ſuppoſe it moreouer neceflarie, as I ſaid before, that 
he be able to write and read, con{idering the infiaire 
number of things which are to paſl2 through his hands, 
and which he ought to execute tor the benefit of his 
company, which cannot be alwaies ordercd, diſpoſed, 
and guided only by memory : So con{equently the Sar- 
M 3 geant 
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Beant is to take diligent heed and care of all the foreſaid 
things to execute the points of his office ſpecdily,and to 
rebuke and teach ſuch as do amiſle with lenitie; and al- 
though he cannot violently ſtrike and hurc any man, yer 
neucrtheleſle na man can refift his authoritie, but ob- - 
ſerue the ſame as to the Captaines owne perſon, if he 
were preſent. 
Heis not to heare any mutinous or rebellious words 
amongſt the company, but immediatly to reucale the 
ſame, that ſpeedy reformation may be had, and faults 
amended. And thus muſt he be ſtill occupied to reform 
mens manners,miſpence of munition,broken araies, and 
to be ready day and night to ſeruice, by the Captaine or 
Lieutenants commandment, and to inftru&t the Com- 
pany, to march, traine, and trauaile, as well by lignes 
from him framed, as otherwiſe by words ſpoken, and ta 
haue ſpeciall regard to the company, to ſee that their ar- 
mour and weapons be in a readineſſ: alwaies for ſeruice: 
for the diligent and skilfull vſage of this office, is of na 
ſmall moment toany good orderthroughout the whole 
band; no lefle than the Centurion amongſt the Ro- 
manes, who was Captaine ouer a hundreth ; and ſo like- 
wiſe cuery hundreth in each band ought to hauca ſeueral 
Sargeant todire& and gouerne.

Cnae. II. 
The Office of ay Alfierus or Enſigne-bearer. 


F it be a thing moſt requiſite that a priuate ſoldier 
ſhould hauea ſpeciall zeale overhis proper honor and 


credit; how much more is the ſame neceſlaric fora va- 
lian 
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liant AIfierws or Enligne-bearer. Therefore he muſt with 
all carefull diligence,due diſcretion,aſcend the 4** degree 
of this honorable diſcipline, being already trained vp in 
the three firſt degrees, which is, of a priuate ſoldier, a 
Corporall,and a Sargeant, whereby to his great commen- 
dation he may ſufhciently merit the ſway of this ofhce. 

Hauing ſolemnly receiued the Enſigne of his Cap- 
taine, like a noble and expert ſoldier, he ought carefully 


| to keepe the ſame, and beareacertaine reuerent reſpect 


to it,as to a holy thing, yea &to be icalous ouer the lafe- 
tie thereof, no leſſe than an amorous perſon ouer his 1o- 
uing miſtreſſe: ſince that onely with the lacred ſhade of 
the Enligne, being well guided, the generall reputation 
of all the band and company is conſerued. 

Therefore the Alfierws ought to be endowed with 
ſuch cuſtome,and vſe himſelfe with ſuch curteſie and ci- 
uilitie, that he may not only procure the loue of his con- 
federates,and friends,but of all the entire company. 

Belides,it is neceſ{arie to haue neere vnto him a couple 
of affiftants at tae leaſt, that be praiſed and good ſol- 
diers, which may be of the number of the Halberdiers 
that go next his Enligne, to the end that when he is con- 
ſtrained toabſent himſelfe from the ſame,through ſome 
vrgent and neceſlarie occaſion (for otherwiſe ir is not to 
b2 p:rmitted) he may cauſe one of them take care and 
charge of his Enfigne, in what accident ſocuer might 
fall out during that time : for that thing ought neuerto 
be left alone or abandoned to a ſlender and looſe guard, 
which is of ſuch a great importance, whereupon euery 
mans honor and eſtimation dependeth ; wheretfore ir 
ought of all to be carefully kept,and well accompanied. 

Note that the Alfierms,to defend his En'igne and _ 
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ſelfe at one inſtant, muſt haue m his one hand his drawae 
ſword, and in the other the Enſigne: which thing is 
conuenient of him particularly to be performed, when ir 
is time to aſlault the enernies vpon a wall, Trench, Sca- 
lade, Bulwarke, Breach, or in any ſtrait paſſage or enter- 
priſc, {ince that with the point of yron of the Enſigne 
ſtaffe ſmall defence can be made, as well for the weaknes 
of the ftaffe,as through the trouble and continuall waue- 
ring of the (ilke which is about it, ſo that in bearing the 
ſame diſplayed he ought rather to haue regard where he . 
ſhall ſer his foote, than to the top of the {taffe, or any 
other place leſle neceſlarie, as well thereby to flic affeAa« 
tion, which in carying thereof is made manitet, as alſo ro 
condut the ſame with more aſſured courage. 
Moreouer, note that the moſt honorable place of the 
thredeorranke is the right hand, and the (ſecond the leit 


. band; which degrees likewiſe be obſcrucd in all the 


rankes cf other ſoldiers, aſwell as when givers |.n!ignes 
do march togither in one ranke : for amongſt the bands 
and ſquares of ſoldiers, the flanks do alwaies reliſt the 
aflaults and furie of the enemiez as the lides which be 
neereſt to them,be alwaies guarded of thoſe that be molt 
praQtiſed, and the middle part not, only except the firſt 
and laſt ranke of the ordinance or battaile, where the 
middeſt is the place of greateſt eſtimatioa ; for the head 
or backe of the ſquare being aſlaulred, they then with- 
ſtand the greateſt turic. And by good reaſon, for this 
place of the mid{t is euer much more broken and endo- 
maged of the enemies armes and force, than any other 
part : whcrefore amongſt expert and valiant ſoldiers, 
this roome is of greateſt honor, and of moft eſtimation, 
as the place that hath greateſt neede of defence, which 


being 
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being ſubie& to more open and manifeſt perill than the 
reſt be, is of greateſt dignitie. For Captaines are accuſto- 
med to ſhew notable. and lingular fauor to that ſoldier, 
which they prefer to an enterpriſe of perill and danger, 
ſo that it be capable of iſſue and altogither deſperate. 

Neither is this to be accounted for a maruell ; for as 
this profeſſion is altogither different from others,fo like- 
wiſe the orders, and ceremonies are diuerily managed, 
it a man may terme thoſe things ceremonies, which ot ne- 
ceſhtie os with diligence to be gouerned with great 
care,arte,and induſtry:It behoues the 4{frerus,whileit he 
doth march in ordinance amidit the band, to go with a 
graue and ſtately pace, aduiſedly and couragioully ioy- 
ned with modeftie, and without affeRation or vaine bra- 
uery : neither ought he to bow or decline his body at any 
time to any perſon, that thereby he may repreſent and 
maintaine the reputation and excellencie of armes, and 
the Enſigne before his Prince, chiefe Ruler, Lord Gene- 
rall, Coronell,Captaine,Gouernor &c. As he paſleth be- 
fore them, he ought to abaſe the points and tip of the En- 
ſigne, or rather with his arme bow downe neere-hand all 
the ſtaffke of the Enſigne, and ſo much more, ,by how 
much he is of greater Ganiie and authoritie. In this ſort 
ſhall he make {igne of reuerence,and not pull off his cap 
or hat, neither bend his knee, nor moue any one part of 
his perſon, thereby to retaine that dignitie due to the 
En "26: and his alhce. 

The A4lfierms being in ſquare, ranke,or ordinance, with 
the Enſigne difplaid , doth change (almoſt neuer) the 
place where he isplanted to march, which is in the midſt 
of the footmen, as a place moſt ſafe and beſt defended, 
Therefore thoſe that otherwiſe would vſe it, do Wrong 
N their 
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their opinion vpon ſame ancient order ofthe Romanes 

or Grecians, A they are deceined, becauſe at this 

day we are conſtrained to vatie our order, conſidering 

our armes be varied, which do now fetch and wound 
much more and further of, and are more piercing than 
thoſe of ancienttime. 

Netther is it expedient to put this officer, which is of 
ſuch great reſpe&, alwaies in hazard, as well for the good 
qualitie of his perſon, the which we muſt alwaies preſup- 

ſe him to be of, asalſo for the office of great impor- 
tance he ſupplies, ſince hedoth ſuſtaine the diſplaid En- 
ſigne, wherein the reputation and honor of all the com- 
pany conſiſts, But at ſuch time as he ſhall march to a 
Scalade, breach and battery, the valiant A/frerus with his 
Enſigne in one hand, and his ſword in another, as is be- 
fore ſaid, ought to enforce himſelte to be the firſt, and by 
all meanes to mount vp, to enter amongſt the enemies, 
and to aduance and inuite the reſt forward, both his infe- 
riors,companions, and betters: for in effe&ar ſuch times 
the particular guiding of the band appertaines to him. 
Now to the intent that the ſoldiers at the inftant time of 


adangerous enterpriſe, and in a comberſome and peril- 


lous time and place,may be invited, and feruently ſtirred 
vpto follow the Enſigne : He muſt therefore vſe ſuch 
curtefie to all men, that in all hazards and greatexploits, 
he being beloued of the ſoldiers,may be very muchaided 
and detended by them ; whereas otherwiſe they do either 
ſuffer open ignominie, or danger of death, when as they 
be either abandoned at the point of extremitie, or traite- 
rouſly {laine or wounded by their owne companions and 
followers, as at the aſſault of Dalabaxi, and a skirmiſh of 
brauery at Zouaine, chanced vnto two ſeuerall _ 
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bearers of the Baron of Sheveran, Coronell ouer tea En- 
fignes of ſhot: therefore fince he is the ſhadow ofthe, 
valour and good condition of his Captaine and compa- 
nie,let him be carefull of his dutie. 

The Enfigne-bearer may of his diſcretion and authe- 
ritie,eſpying the company trauaile,or follow enemies to 
their diſcommoditie and perill,looling the winde, hill, or 
ground of aduantage, diſordering the aray,may ſtand ſtill, 
and cauſe the drums and fifes to ſtand and ſound the re- 
treat, that the company may reſort and come to the En- 
ſigne, and order the aray by the aduantage of the ground, 
rather than abide the comming of the enemie. 

He ought alwaies to haue about him, and tolodge 
where he doth himſelfe, ſo many good drums, as there 
be hundreths in his band ; that atall times he may make 
Raccolte, and gather his ſoldiers togither, and for ſuch 
like neceſlarie reſpects. 

He ought neuer craue licence to go to any enterpriſe 
whatſocuer, for any defire he hath to make himſelte 
knowne, or to win fame, but ought to remaine ſtedfaſt 
and firme, when his turne of ſeruice comes, in reſpeX of 
the great charge he doth carry in the manage of the 
Enſigne. 

It is neceſlarie to haue a horſe for his owne vſe, the 
which whileſt he marcheth ought to go neere the En- 
ſigne,whether he be in ſquare battaile or long march: for 
by taking hiseaſe on horſebacke, he may keep himlſelfe 
continually luſtie and fre{h,and therewithall may accom- 
modate his cariage, or baggage; as ſome ſoldiers may 
likewiſe do among the ordinarie cariage, prouided for 
by the Captaine. 

Note thatthe Enſigne which he received of his Cap- 
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' raine, muſt by him be reſtored againe at ſuch times as he 


is diſcharged out ofthe company ; if during the time of 
his ſeruice, there hath not chanced a batraile, aſſault, or 
other enterpriſe , wherein the A{fierws being preſent, 
hath made manifeſt apparance, that he hath merited 
and deſerued the fame. Forin ſuch caſes it is to be vn- 
derſtood, that he hath wonne and gained the ſame, and 
not otherwiſe, vnleſle the Captaine of his free will doth 
give it him, which 1s a very ancient cuſtome, eſpeci- 
ally amongſt the Italians. | 


Ir is very requiſite the Alfierws haue beſides his two 


 Afliſtants, a valiantand couragious ſeruant, whois a pra- 


Riſed ſoldier, and nor a nouice, or yoongling, as ſome 
very fondly and vnaduiſed!y do entertaine now a-dayes, 
that continually being neere him, ,as well inthe maine 
ſquare bartaile,or elſewhere, to ſecond him with a peece, 


+ pike, or target of proofe; and may haue in ſuch a one 


that entire faith and aſſured credit, that he ſhould haue of 
a faithfull companion, whom he muſt nor keepe, as an 
abject ſeruant, bur he ought to maintaine him, apparel 
him, and arme him with conuetiiient armes of delence 
for ſometimes it ſhall tall out in the day ofa fought bar- 


| raile of a whole armie, that thoſe deputed ſeruants may 


haue the cuſtodie of all the Enſignes in the maine ſquare 
battaile, and the Alfierws ofech company, as men wcl. ar- 
med be placed in the head of the battaile, or in ſome 0- 
ther principall or neceſlarie places, whichare to be gouer- 
ned and defended by praiſed and valiant ſoldiers; as 
particularly fell ontat ſuch time asthe Marqueſs of Yaſto, 
tought at Creſola in Lombarate againſt the Frenchmen, 
which journey was loſt by the Emperialiſts,although that 
day they fought valiantly ; and beſides in other enter- 


priles, 
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priſes, ſuch men haue executed gallant ſervice. 

He muft alwaies prouide a Riciens corps de guard 
about his Enſigne, as well by day as night, in what place 
ſocuer he ſhall be, although no ſuſpicion were to be had 
of the enemue, that thereby he may remaine ſafe from all 
ſudden ſurpriſes,or vnprouided caſualties, and the rather 

to maintaine the honor and reputation due to the En- 
ſigne, whereby all ſiniſter inconuenience may be auoy- 
ded, and the maieftie and office of the ſame generally 
well reſpeQed ; eſpecially when time and place of ſuſpe&t 
miniſters occaſion. The Alfierws muſt march to the 
guard, either armed with a Curaſe of proofe, or ſome 
other conuenient garment of defence, being ſtill ſecon- 
ded with his ſeruant,who is to carry either target,halberd, 
peece, or pike, or ſuch weapon as he doth delight in, 
which at the ſcat of the guard, taking his Enſigne in his 
hand, he mult let reſt in the keeping ot his feruant. Nei- 
theris it requifite in going or marching,that he vnloſe and 

diſplay the Enligne, without ſome ſpeciall occalion, but 
ought to reſerue the aduancing, and dilplaying of the 

ſame at fuil, vntill he comein the ſight of the Cheiftaine 

or Prince, or in the ſight of the enemie, or other places 
of ſeruice. 

| Ir isneceflarie his Enligne haue certaine ſpeciall coun= 
cerlignes and markes, that it may ealily be knowne of his 

ſouldicrs, both neere hand and farre off, to the intent 
that in all exploits, and at vnknowne ſuddaines, his ſoul- 

diers may perfitly perceiue the ſame amongſt the other 

Enfignes, different from the reſt, wherein the Alfierus 

muſt vie an exquiſite manage, that by his wiſe and vajo- 

rous ations without any other mans relation , may be 


diſcerned his vertuous aCtions and forward proceedings, 
N 3 which 
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which he ought to make apparant by ſome notable en- 
terprile. ; 
The Alfierus muſt be a man of good account, of a 
good race, honeſtand vertuous, braue in apparell, there- 
by to honour his office, and continually armed as well 
when no perillis feared, as in time of danger, to giue ex- 
ample tothe reſt of the ſouldiers not to thinke their ar- 


mour burthenous, but by vie to make it as familiarto him 


as his skinne. Finally, he muſt þe a man $kilfull , hardy, 
and mt. of able.courage to aduance and beare 

vp the Enſignein all extremities, ſecret, ſilent, and zea- 
lous, able often to comfort, animate and encourage 
the company to take in hand, & maintaine ſuch extremi- 
ties, & enterpriſes, as they arcappointed vnto, and neuer 
to retire, but when of noble policie, the higher Officers 
commaund the ſame. Vnto this Officer there ſhould be 
certaine ceremonies vſcd in deliuery of the Enfigne , re- 
ceiuing it by oath in the preſence of his band , at which 
time hemuſt make vow and profeſle the ſame rather to 


be his way ſheere, and therein to loſe his life , then 


through his defaultto loſe the ſame : whereunto cutry 
priuate ſouldier ſhould likewiſe be ſworne , as _—_— the 
Romanes it was vſed, when he was notaccounted a ſoul- 
dier, butatheefe, orrobber, till hee had taken his oath, 
Andthereforetheir warre was called Militia Sacrata, 
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Cnae, III, 
The office of the Lieutenant of a Companie. 


Y ſr) perſon vpon whom any charge doth depend, 
4 and doth deſeruedly manage any affaire , muſt 
frame himſelfe to vie due diligence, and with dexteritic 
ſuffer ſuch tedious toile, as in theſe ſerious affaires ſuc- 
ceed, ſince that charge (as I hane already ſaid) fignifieth 
nothingelſe but a burthen of affaires. x 

Therefore thata ſouldier may deſeruedly mount vp to 
this degree of worthy honour and martiall dignitie , he 
muſt vie all circumſpe& care to performe his office like 
an expert Lieutenant, that the company be well gouern- 
ed, which he muſt accompliſh with a forward and wil- 
ling minde (though of dutie hee is bound to performe 
the ſame) aſwell ro content the minde of his Captaine, 
as to angment his owne honour and reputation. He muſt. 
neuer appropriate-vnto hirmaſelfe any one | xy of autho- 
ritie, but diligently diſcipher and vnderſtand all things, 
and makerelation thereof to his Captaine, of whom it is 
neceſſarie he take all his commiſhons and direQions. His 
partis to give willingly and readily counſell and aduiſe 
to his Captaine, as often as he is demanded, and other- 
wiſe neuer, vnleſle he ſee that the ſame may doe manifeſt 
good, or incale of preſent perill. 

The Lieutenant ought to carie with him a diligent care 
of concord, for that particularly the pacification of dif- 
cords and difterence amongſt the ſouldiers of his com- 
pany, appertaines vntoſhim,which muſt be done without 
choler or paſhon, and muſt ſtil] handle them very _— 
rently 
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rently and curteouſly. For his indifferencie, befidesthe 
gaining of him truſtie credire, doth make eafie the deſci- 
ding of any difference or diſagreement, and is one point 
which of neceſſity is moſt conuenient to an honourable 
Peace-maker, although ir be a very difficile thing to pro- 
cure peace in points of honour, ſpecially amongſt foul- 
dicrs that ſtand much vpon theit pun&os, and for that 
reſpe&t isit very hardto vie a iuſt balance. Therefore in 
ſuch caſes it is moſt requilite that euery one of the in- 
tereſled, ſhewat the full his entire cauſe, the which is a 
thing ngt vulgar, neither of ſmall importance. And al- 
though the Pacifier ought neuer to hang more vpon the 
one {ide then the other, yetit is conuenient he hane ſome 
ſmall reſpe& to him that is wronged againſt reaſon, ra- 
therthen to him that is the vnlawtull worker of the iniu- 
rie. Bur if he findeany difficultie in reſoluing theſe dil- 
ferences, let him conferre with the Captaine, to the end 
that he, who is knowne to be the occaſion, and will not 
agree to an honeſt end, may be immediately diſcharged : 
bur if itbe thought good that he remaine to ſerue a time, 
for the execution of ſome ſpeciall enterpriſe, then the 
word both of the oneand the other ought to be taken, 
vntill the ſame be performed or the pay paſt, and then 
may diſcharge him, as is ſaid, to ſhuna greater ſcandale: 
for to enter into vnquiet quarrelling and diſcord , one e- 
quall with an other, and with one that receiues the like 
ſtipend, is notthe part andqualitie of a ſubie& Souldier, 
but of a free carelefle Cutter, and band-Buckler, and of 
an inſolent andimportunate perſon, whoſe naturedoth 
argue in him that his doings tend toan otherend, then to 
become excellentin the honourable exerciſe of armes. 
Putthe caſethat one ofthem ſhould valiantly —_— 
c 
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the other, yer vnto the Captaine doth ariſeno otherthen 
want, loſle, and evil Griofadtion : for when firſthee did 
receiue them into his ſeruice, hee did preſume thatthey 
were both of them equally to beeſteemed, men of good 
credite and behauiour , and thar for ſuch they were con- 
ducted and receiued ſtipend. So thatquarrelling and kil- 
lisg one the other, as often it falls out in reſolate perſons, 
or putting him toa diſhonour or open foile: ſuch a one 
doth not onely depriue the Captaine of a Souldier, but 
alſo of himſelfe likewiſe : for the law of reaſon doth 
binde the Captaine not to maintaine an importunate per- 
fon, a malefatour, and an homicide, in one band no lefle 
thena well ordered citie : Confidering it is requiſiteand 
conuenient his Souldiers , rather then to imploythem+ 
ſelnes in ſuck quarrels, ſhould indeauourand aduenture 

their bodies to overthrow and kill the enemie, thereby to 

procure his owne proper praiſeand peculiar profite. Al- 

waies prouided, that the accaſion of the warres be con- 
cludedand publiſhed to be lawfull and honeft, which 

ealily in this reſpe& doth remoucall difficulties , whilſt a 

man doth place himſelfein the ſeruice of a Prince that is 

religious, prudent, and iuſt, and that haue expreſle and 

lawfull power to leuie armes., and not with thoſe which 

are of ſmall authoritie, or tiranous Vſurpers of other 

mens ſtates, and wicked bloud ſuckers. 

Therefore when the Lieutenant cannot by.his owne 
dealings ſupply theſe wants, or pacifie and accord them, 
in ſuch cauſes he may remit the care thereof vnto his Su- 
periourand Captaine. And thus let him haue ſpeciall 
care that by his meanes no quarrels do grow, neither that 
heſufferany faftion or diſcention, to take deepe roote, 
for feare of banding and mutinies. 

O He 
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He ought to haue ſpeciall reſpe& that the Corporals 
and ne beable duly to execute their office with 
due diligence for the better performance of ſeruice , and 
perſonally aide them in ſerring the watch. 
Likewiſe, to the intent that the Sergeant perfiſt not 
ignorantly,oor faile in any onepoint of his office : it be- 
houes the Lieutenant in many particalar points to aide 
him, both in refpe& of his owne credite, and for the 
generall benefit of the whole band: as in vfing diuers di- 
re&ions, diſciplines, inuentions , putting the band in or- 
der, ranke, ſquare,' in accompanying them to the watch, 
and in executing ſuch like enterpriſes which commonly 
are to be performed. | 

So ought he likewiſe to delight himſelfe extraordinari- 
ly ( beſides the other neceſlary parts of his office ) in 
taking view of the Corps de gard, and the Sentinels of 
his proper company,to the intent they may remaine con- 
tinually vigilant and ready, and each mans duty duely 
executed, the martiall lawes read and examined, anda 
folemne lilence generally maintained. 

 Hemuſtobſeruegreat affabilitic and fraternitie with 
the Alfierus, and friendly conſult. with him ( ſpecially if 
the Lieutenant doth not manage both the one and the 0- 
ther office, asthe Spaniards and other nations doe vſe, 
and might very well be vied of vs, if the Generall or Co- 
ronell thinke good, both for auoiding of emulation and 
charge of pay) but if they be two particular Officers,and 
beare diſtin& ſway in the band, then ler the Lieutenant 
be very carefull (as hethar is the chiefe ) to auoide all 
ſtomaking and ſtrife that might ariſe betwixt him and the. 
Alfierus, for thereby oftentimes great ſcandales haue 
falne out, and thediuiſion ofthe company, athing aboue. 
all 
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all other to be carefully foreſeene and ſhunned. Hee 
oughtto vic a gratious geſture, and a curteous entertain- 
ment toall his ſouldiers , countenance euery one ioytul- 
ly, and ſolicite their cauſes carefully towards the Cap- 
raine and the other Officers, as the Treaſurers , Pay- 
maſters, Commiſſaries and ſuch like , yet ener by the 
Captaines conſent, yeaand to the Captaine himſelte, by 
whoſe friendly fauour inferiour Ofhcers may berelieued 
for their pay orother wants. Beſides he onght to giue Or- 
der apddire&ion toall the company, diuidingand diftri- 
buting the ſquadres indifterently and diſcretly, to the 
intent the Corporalsand other Officers may be obeyed, 
and thateach enterpriſe may be performed without re- 
ply or contradi&tion. | 

It is neceſlarie that he put in euery Squadre an equall 
number of euery ſort of armes, and that each weapon be 
ſorted in areadineſſe, to the intent thatingybat place and 
time ſoeuer occaſion doth require, euery one of them 
may to his great aduantage, proceedand front the inua- 
dingenemie with a forceable ſtrength. = 

Likewiſe it is good ſometimes not to ſuffer a {c 
or rathera whole Corps de gard to conlift of ſouldiers 
all of one Countrey and nation, but ought ratherto bee = 
artificially mixed, and to ſeparate them, thereby to auoid 
, ome and generalitie of tations, which by reaſon of 
their being together may the rather ariſe amongſt con- 
ſorts of one natiue Countrie, and that more commo- 
dioully then if they were ſeparated. 

The Capraine being abſent , the Lieutenant poſſeſſerh 
the principall and chiefeplace, and ought to be obeyed 
as Captaine Neuertheleſſe in his preſence, it is requilite 
he vſe a certaine brotherly friend(hip and familiarine by 

O 2 : war 
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wardsall, yetthat notwithſtanding, he muſt proceede in 
all chings with ſuch modeſtieand grauity , as he may-re- 
eaine ſuch authoritie and reputation, as the office hedoth 
hold, doth moſt worthily inueſt him withall. 

There oughtro be in him a reaſonable good knowledge 
and facilitie in exprefing his conceit and meaning ſen(i- 
bly, that the ſouldiers may vnderſtand what they haue to 
doe, to the intent he maythe more ealily imprint in the 
hearts and mindes of his Souldiers all ſuch things as hee 
determines,and that be neceſſarie forthe better ſerujce of 
hisPrince, and the benefic of his Countrey and com- 
7” Fre —amg hee ought to apply himſelfe with all 
polhble diligence, {incethat of the Prince he is liberally 
paid, hath his being of his Countrey, and is diligently 


| obeyed of his Band, where he ſwaies his preſent office 


and charge, which is truely of great creditand noleſle 
commuoditle. , | 
Let him prouide himſelfe of a horſe to beare him, to 
theintent he may beluſty and freſh inall enterpriſes, and 
that he may continually take the view and diligently ſur- 
uey the order which they are to keepe in marching, or in 
making Alta, and atall other times beſides in what en- 
riſe ſocuer. 
He muſt rake order that his baggage or carriage, which 
ought to beas littleas may be ( which rule the common 
Souldiers ought likewiſe obſerne) be borne and conuaide 
amongſt the common cariage, which the Captaine hath 
ordained and prouided forthe vic of the whole band. 
_ He muſttaxediligentcare totheredeeming of preſt or 
lent money, which the Captaine ſhall make according to 
occalion or neede amongſt the company, and to diſtri- 


 butethe ſame conueniently amongſtthe Souldiers , and 


thereof 
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thereof to render and yeeld account tothe Cap- 
eaine, by doing whereof he {hall pleaſure the Souldiers 
much, in which time of pay, he hath very good oportu- 
nitie to put the Souldiers in minde , and to teach them to 
proceed in well doing, and todeliſt fromenill. 

It appertaines generally to cuery Lieutenant of a band 
to be of great expericnce and ripenelſle of ſeruice, whoſe 
authoritie in the abſence of the Captaine ( as partly I 
touched before) extendeth to examine,trie,reforme, cor- 
re&, andamend any offence committed withinthe band, 
and alſo day and night to bring the company with the 
Enſigneto the place of -affembly , there in order traine 
and exerciſe the ſame, asto the neceſſity of (eruice doth 
appertaine,and being commanded by the higher powers 
to march towards the enemie, muſt encounter and fight 
with them, as if the Capraine were in preſence,who vpon 
impediment, muſt ſometimes be abſent. 

inally , it appertaines to the Lieutenant to watch, 
ward, approach, conduQ, aduance againſt the enemies, 
and to encounter, animate, comfort, and alſo to encou- 
rage the company by word and deed as need ſerueth : to 
retire continually maintaining skirmiſh, vntillhe hauere- . 
couered ſome place of ſafegard. 1

2 ſundry degrees whereunto valiant Souldiers 
with aſpiring mindes ſeeke toaſcend, for that wy 
&3 
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be many,and for that thoſe which haue attained and ſers 
ued in thoſe roomes and other great offices, by divers {i 
niſter meanes and accidents, be nowand then difſeuered 
and made fruſtrate fromtheir charge, as experience hath 
made many times apparant, who yet neuertheleſſe being 
naturally deſirous to continue in ſeruice, and perchance 
through forraine neceſhtie are driuen to remaine in pay, 
in attending further preferment : Therefore this place 
was firſt inuented for ſuch perſons, as a ſpeciall ſeat 
wherein the flower of warlike ſoldiers do (it, like a greene 
Lawrell garland that doth environ the martia!l head ofa 
mighty Armie, whoſe order for warlike force or fame, 
giues not placeto the Grzcian Phalanges, the chiefeſt of 
the Romane Legions, or to the knightly conſtitution or 
couragious enterpriſes of thoſe of Aarthurs round table. 
For there neicher hath bin, nor can be found any place 
of honor or reputation, as to bea Gentleman ofa Band, 
whether we ſerue for pleaſure or for profit, or baue atrai- 
ned thereunto by merit: or whether we haue bin Corpo- 
rall,Sargeant, Alfierus, or Lieutenant, wherein Captaines 
ſometimesdo plant themſclues, ſpecially in the Colonels 
 Squadre, and temporiſe the time, vntill preferment doe 

fall: for thereby their former reputation is nothing diſ- 
graced,nor their charge had,in or of any other company, 
nething d : Conſidering that thoſe in theſe 

uadrons, either are or ought to be ſoldiers of ſuch 

lice and perfit experience, that they be capable of any 
office vnder the | A of a Colonell, and may ſupply 
any of thoſe forelaid offices, or performe any other en- 
terpriſe of great importance commanded by the Cap- 
taine, Colonell,or Generall. 

And for that many youths of noble parentage, and 
| Geatlemen 
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Gentlemen of ancient houſes doe likewiſe. follow the 
warres, I would that vpon due tryall of their merit, they 
ſhould enter into theſe Squadrons, which the Prince or 
Generall is to confirme, and make a diſtin order of va- 
liant aduentrous ſoldiers, and call them Caualliers of 
F. Georges Squadrons, or ſome ſuch othertitle z at whoſe 
entrance thereinto, they (hall take a ſolemne oath apper- 
tayning to their order, and their Corporall ſhall inveſt 
them with ſome Bandroll, Medall or Scarte, whereupon 
is pourtrayed SF. George his armes, which they mult be 
bound to weare openly at all times, and in all places, en- 
terpriſes, skirmiſhes,bartailes,and aſſaults. Idonot put 
this title for a generall rule, but onlyas anexample for 
inſtance,thetitle may be as authoritie ſhall thinke fir. 

It is requiſite that a ſingular good ſoldier, being the 
Gentleman ofa band,and Cauallier of S. George his Rove 
dron, if he meane to gaine the grace and fauour of his 
Captaineand Colonell, that not onely he be luthciently 
valiant and wiſe, as of neceſſitie is required at his hands : 
but it is alſo conuenient for him to be reaſonable well 
horſed, and to haue in ſtore all ſorts of armes, as a Hal-- 
berd, Harquebuſe for the match or fire-locke, Armour 
and Target of proofe, his Lanceand caſe of Diſtolers, 
his Pike, his Pertiſan or Epien to go the Round withall,, 
| that he may both day and night varie and change his 
armes at the offer of all enterpriles, and as change of ſer- 
uice doth call him forth. 

He muſt alwaies of neceſlitie haue more than one fer-- 
uant, and ought to apparell him in gallant order: theſe 
are to be neere his elbow to follow him with his armes. 
He ought alwaies to lodge himlelfe as neereas is poflible, 
to the lodging of his Colonell or Capraine, to the intent 
that 
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that cither armed, or without armes, he may alwayes,ac- 
cording as the cauſe doth require, be about his perſon, 
either on horſeback or on foot; forthat the principall 
ouard of this ſingular perſonage, that is to ſay,the Colo- 
nell or Captaine,doth conliſt in thediligenceand cuftody 
of the Caualliers of S. George his ſquadrons : for fo I 
will be bold to call them, though the title be to be varied. 
Theſe things notwithſtanding, day and night when it fals 
to his lot, or that he ſhall be commanded by his Corpe- 
rall to watch,he mult diſpoſe himſelfe to be able to make 
particular guard, and that after a moſt exquiſite order : 
wherein he muſt haue ſpeciall care (without making refu- 
fall at any time) to performe that which ſhall be appoin- 
red him by his Corporall,or by any other that ſhall com- 
mand in the name of his Colonell or Captaine. His office 
in time of watch, for the moſt part, conliſts in going the 
Round, ſearching the watch, keeping good = in the 
Corps of Guard, in being a Coadiutor to the officer that 
guides the company, or rules the watch, and is for the 
moſt part exempted from ſtanding Sentinell, and ſuch 
like duties of a common ſoldier, vnleſle great necefhitic 
or ſpeciall ſernice conftraine. Ir appertaines to him to 
haue good experience in going the Round, that in per- 
forming the ſame, he may diſcreetly gouerne in the ouer- 
ſight of the watch, called the Sopraguardia : for in this 
point doth very much confiſt the prouident good order 
and formethartis to be obſcrued, in auoyding the ſtrata- 
gems, ſurpriſes, ſallies, and deceits of the enemie. Ap- 
proching neere tothe Sentinell, he muſt giue eye and h& 
ligent regard in what order and ſort he doth finde him 
vigilant, how ready he is in demanding and taking the 
word,and after comming necrer him, he muſt examin - 
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all that hath paſſed or fallen out whileſt he hath bin in 
Sentinell, and the order he doth obſerue, and what hath 
bin appointed him to doe : the which'it it be good he 
muſt confirme, and when he doth finde it to be other- 
wiſe, he mult reherſe and refer the ſame tothe Corpo- 
rall of the Sentinell, that he may vſe diligent redrefle. - 
Arriuing in any Corps de guard, he muſt aboue all 
things aduertiſe them, that they alwaies keepe fire light 
for the neceſſarie commoditie of the Harquebuſiers, and 
for light in the night, taking order with the ſoldiers that 
they and their armes may remaine in a forcible readines : 
through which his good inſtruftion, there may grow to 
be no want, and ſo conſequently he muſt in like caſes 
proceed with like prouident diligence, 

Afﬀeer this he mult with great conlideration and mo- 
deſtie, examine euery particular thing, carrying a minde 
with himſelfe to continue and increaſe the ſame from 
better to better, and both in himſelfe and to them vie ne- 
ceſlarie aduertiſements, and in ſuch ſort ſhall he paſſe 
- through all the Corps de guards,and Sentinels. 

If ir chance him to incounter another Sopraguardia of 
Round, to ſhun the occaſion of dangerous Aiſrence, 
which ſometimes is accuſtomed to follow : or for po- 
licie, in fearing to giue the watch-word to him that pnr- 
polely comes to rob the ſame, that comming from the 
enemy ſecretly, counterfeits the Sentinel), or by ſome 
ether praQiſe, as it ſometimes hath cauſed damage to 
the grieuous lofle and totall preiudice of the Armie: to 

reuent ſuch inconuenience, let that Sopraguardis which 
Thal be neereſt to the next adioyning Sentinell, turne 
backe, giuing the word after a due accuſtomed ſort vnto 
the ſaid Sentinell, to the intent _ foreſaid Sopraguardia 
| may 
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may dothe like, and when they are of accord, every ne 
may follow his ownepath; bur if otherwiſe they doe 
diſagree, the deeeit remaines diſcovered, not only.in that 
counterfeit Round , but alſo in the tained Sentinell, 
whom the Sopraguardia muſtexamine, and demand at his 
hand ſome ſpeciall counter{igne or double word, that 
thereby he may know him for an afſured friend, or finde 
him an enemy or negligent perſon, the which of all men 
is very well knowne to merit ſharpe ard extreame cha- 
ſtiſement, which at no time, ſo neere as is poſhble,is to be 
omitted. 

This formerrule is to be obſcrued of thoſe ſoldiers 
that be of one ſelfe nation : but when the Rounds or 
Sopraguards be many and of ſundry Nations, and the 
' Corps of guards likewiſe; then the Sopraguard com- 
ming into aquarter that is ſtranger vnto him, is bound to 
giue the word to the Sopraguard of that nation, and of 
that quarter ; ſo that by ſuch meanes as well the ſuſpition 
of deceit, as the ray fn of diſcord ſhall be auoyded. 

And if in caſe the faid ordinarie Round or Sopra- 
guard,do incounter in their owne quarter,with the extra- 
ordinary, thoſe that be ordinary ſhall indeuour them- 
ſelues to take the word of thoſe that be extraordinarie : 
for ſo itis conuenicnt, and moſt conformable to thar or- 
der before-ſaid, wherein I hauc ſer downe what is nece(- 
farie for a Sopraguard or Round to do ina ſtrange quar- 
ter. And for thatitisrequilite, as I haue already touch- 
ed, that the Caualliers be alwaies about the perſon of his 

chiefe Captaine, without cither being bound to Stan- 
derd, Guidon,or other Enſigne whatſoeuer, he muſt in- 
deuour himſelte, when any enterpriſe or warlike affaires 
15 committed to his charge, to be apt and ready to vſe 
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praQtiſed experience in direRing and guiding a skirmiſh, 
in taking the view of a battery , in diſcouering of the 
enemy; in marching or making Alta, in Paſla aps the 
valiant repullſe of a ſodaine inuading enemie by Bawl er 
bouche, in taking view of the (ſituation of a place, in gui- 
ding a Roade,or troupe of horſemen,in giuing alarme to 
the enemie, in plucking aduertiſements from the enemy, 
in placing Imbaſcades, in giuing Canvaſadoes, and to 
know very well how to execute with ſound judgement 
theſe and ſuch like important affaires, the which tor the 
moſt part appertaine to the Caualliers of this Squadron 
to performe. As likewiſe it hath bin the cuſtome to giue 
them the charge for to plant Gabiopes for the defence of 
the Arrtillery, to batter and endomage the walles, the 
trenches,the lodgings,and the enemies Squadrons, 

Let him remember when he hath bin at any exploit, to 
bring backe againe into his quarter,thoſe ſoldiers he hath 
led forth to any enterpriſe, vnited and in ranke, marching 
togither behind him, and neuer ſuffer them to returne 
dilbanded one by one out of order, which is an occaſion 
'of great confuſion,and brings but ſmall reputation to the 
Captaine and conduRor of them. 

Moreouer, it is very neceſlaric he know how to make a 
roade and deſtroy the enemies country ; the which like- 
wiſe doth oftentimes appertaine to him to performe: in 
which exploit he muſt beware aboue all things, that no 
ſoldier in thoſe enterpriſes diſperſe or diſband them- 
ſclues, but with an aſſured good order, for the moſt part 
conformable to my following diſcourſe, wherein I ſet 
downe dire&ions, how to condutt ſoldiers to the skir- 
miſh : and particularly where I declare that he ought 
to keepe and maintaine for his people the ſtrongeſt _ 
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of ſituation, wherein he muſtskirmiſh ; for that com- 
monly ſoldiers being in diſorder,wearied and laden wich 
ſpoile, may beeaſily put to flight, broken and oppreſſed 
of the enemies, vnleſſe they be ſeconded or thaded by 
ſome forceable ſuccour. 

I ſuppoſe it likewiſe moſt neceſlaric, that he indeuour 
himſelte to be aptand ſufficientar all times,and in all pla- 
ces to ſollicite and negotiate for his Prince or Chiettaine, 
any cauſe of what weight or moment ſocuer,conlidering 

'that moſt men are not fitto attempt the pertormance of 
ſuch doubttfull and dithcile cauſes: foralthough man 
make great eſtimation of themſelues, and preſume mu 
by their daily reading and Theoricke of thoſe weighty 
affaires, yet do they want and come far ſhort of that 
bold and ready practiſe, which plainely appeares,thar the 
wotthy profeſlors of Armes poſl:{ſe; and fpecially in 
the prefence of great Princes, whoſe maieltic and reue- 
rence for the molt part, doth make cold and bring out of 
countenance the hotteſt & moſt reſolute determination : 
as Demoſthenes betore Philip of Macedone made apparent, 
when he was not able to pronounce three words of a 
long premedicated Oration,in behalfe of the Athenians. 
This worthy Gentleman of a band, this Cauallier of 
S. Georges (quadre, and likewiſe all other profefors of 
warhke armes, ought to carry in minde, that of him and 
his cquals the exerciſe of Armes is to be applied, and di- 
ligently to praRtiſe the fame, to the intent he be not for 
want of knowledge deſpifed of others ; and not igno- 
rantly to deſpiſe them thar deſerne due commendations, 
but rarherto carry and vſe the countenance of authoritie 
to thoſe perſons that merit not to beare way and go- 
verninent,than towards forward ſoldiers: Yet for all 
EE oy that 
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that towards the reſt in ſome other reſpes, he oughtrto 
gratifiethem and helpethem to his power, and ſo cour- 
tcouſly winne the goodwils and freindly fauour of all 
fouldiers his equals,ro inſtruc and courreouſly toadmo- 
niſh every Souldier priuately and apart,what appertaines 
to his dutie. 1 his Caualliere muſt beable allo to traine 
ſouldiers, to make them march in orderly proportions, to 
caſt them in ringes, eſles, ſnailes, hearſes, ſquadres, to re- 
ceiueand giue charge , to faine skirmiſhes, onſers , re- 
traites, and how to order any number of ſouldiers, from 
a hundreth to fiue hundreth, for ſo many may be ina 
Band, and vnder one Enfigne, as the SwiFers and Ger- 
naines yet vie at this day, .and as in former ages our 
Countrimen haue vſed, which in ſome _ may paſſe 
without reprehenſion. If a Captaine be diſpoſed to haue 
ſo many vnderhis Enſigne, when heis not ableto bring 
the number vnto a whe Colloniſhip, together with the 
knowledge of the order how to traine,he muſt indeauour 
himſelte to be perfitin drawing platformes, in the Ma- 
thematikes, in the marriall Lawes,in belteging of townes, 
batteries, mines, andeach thing elſe belonging to mar- 
tiall diſcipline. 

Let this worthy Cauallier of Sajut Georges ſquadre 
haue then before his eyes ſuch like precepts, and manage 
of martiall affaires, that he may encreaſchis owne credit, 
winne his countrey fame, fauour of his Prince, and ho- 
nour of his houſeand triends, rather then for the regard 
of riches, ſtately houſes, liuings, and ſuch like, but rather 
preferre prudent policie, courage, valour and apptroued 
experience before ſuch baſe benefixs , whereby hee may 
attaine to the Lawrell crowne, wherewith divers mighty 
Conquerors haue their _ adorned : that hee may be 
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an example to the reproach of ſuch as lewdly ſpend 
their daiesin idleneſſe, prodigalitie, luſt and obloquie. 
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The of fice of a Captaine which hath the puiding 
4 of a Band of men. 


Hat perſon which hath the charge to gouerne other 

men, ſpecially in matters of weight and of great 
importance, the liues of men being committed to his 
hands, vnder whoſe condu& if any quaile through raſh- 
nefle or want of knowledge, he is bound to render ac- 
count before God : and therefore he ought to be of no- 
table capacitie , experience, and exemplarin all hisa&i- 
ons ang enterpriſes, {inceit is a generall note that the 
eyes of all thoſe that be ſubie&s, be turned towards their 
principall head and chiefe, in whom as it were in a glafle, 
they retaine anaſſured hope to behold moſt ready rules 
and perfit examples, whereby they may guide and go- 
nerne themſelues. 

In this particular charge of a Captaine, the qualitie of 
his Officers, make almoft a manifeſt ſhew of his valour 
and experience : Therefore like an old and expert Soul- 
dier, as onethat hath paſt through all thoſe degrees and 
offices ſer downe in my two former bookes, he muſt vie 
acircumſpett carein leuying and making choiſe of his 
company, that is, to make elefion of a politike and pra- 
Qiſed Licutenant, of a conragious Alfierus, of a carefull 
Sergeant, of gallant and valiant Caualliers of his ſquadre, 
of valiant Corporals, of a diligent Chancellour, Secreta- 
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rie, or Clarke of the Band, of a faichfull Furrier or Har- 
binger, being of good iudgementaynd conlideration,and 
of a Surgion prouided of all things neceſſarie to minilter 
according to his arte. But aboue all things let him pro- 
uide to retaine in his Band a Preacher, or ſuch a perſon 
which may take care to miniſter the Communion to the 
Souldiers, and ſpecially to reote obedience in their 
hearts : who likewiſe euery day may celebrate-diuine ſer- 
uice, which euenfrom the beginning hath beene vſed of 
the Church. And finally muſt haue for every hundreth 
a practiſed Drummer of good vaderſtanding. 

When he hath gathered and vnired his companie, the 
whole Band being preſent, his Miniſter muſt deuoutly 
read certaine praiers, and afterward the Enſigne (hall be 
publikely placed in the hands, and recommended tothe 
cuſtodie of the Alfterus, and as in my former diſcourſe 
of this point, command him to haue as much care there- 
of, as of his proper life, honour and credite, which hee 
ought couragiouſly to aduanceand diſplay, to prefer his 
party in a rightfull quarrell , according to my ſpeech 
where I ſer downe his duty. This done he mult priuate- 
ly make ele&ion amongſt his chieteſt Souldiers of ſo ma- 
ny Caualliers or Lancia Spezzata, that isto ſay, Gentle- 
men of his Band, as may amount to the number of two 
out of euery {quadre. Some nations vie 50. to a ſqua- 
dre, as the Suiczers and Germaines, ſome others leſle, ac- 
cording to their diſcretion : but in my opinion 25. 1s a 
more conuenient number, both for that the Corporall 
may the more often and with greater diligent care in- 
ſtru& and ſeeto his charge, then if they were 5o. Befides 
2 5. fouldiers diuided into '5. rankes makes a iuft ſquare, 
ſo that by the ſame account 300. may containe 12. iqos- 
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dres, and euery one haue a Corporall of the ſame num: 
ber : whereof 10. Corporalls haue the leading of mixe 
weapons, the 11. charge ouer the Halberdiers, and the 
12. to conliſt of Gentlemen, old and experr Souldiers, 
amongſt whom the targets ofproofe oughttobe in num- 
ber. The Captaineatthe ſametime, when he appoints 
his Enſigne, muſt likewiſe ſolemnly conſtituteand con- 
firme a Corporall ouer the Caualliers of his ſquadre, 
which he may entitle of Saint George, and enroll their 
names by this title, the Corporall and Caualliers of 
of S. George his ſquadre. He may inueſt and beſtow v 
on the Corporall a ſcarfe of red and white ſarſnet, anda 
Medall or 1ewell of gold or fi\uer double gilt, wherein 
the portrature of S. George is lively wrought, to hang a- 
bout his necke, athis ſcarfe or otherwiſe : and moreouer 
to him and all the reſt of the ſquadre he may gine alittle 
Phane orPenon of filke vpon a wire, whereot the Croſſe 
muſt beof red, and thereſt of the ſquare white, the other 
part of the ſarſenet of the Captaines coulors , or with 
what words, ordeuiſe therein ſhall pleaſe him beſt : They 
muſt wearethis behind , either vpon their burganets, or 
vpon their hats if they will in a plume of red and white 
feathers, ſpecially inall enterpriſes and warlike attempts: 
Beſidesthis vpon their caſſockes or mandillions towards 
their right breſt a red croſle of veluet, fatten or ſcarler, 
imbrothered or comely ſtitched, that they may appeare 
manifeſtly and be knowne from the reſt of the Souldiers, 
like worthy Guides and Leaders, whoſe courage and va- 
lour may incite others to aſcend to their dignitie and 


degree. 
Fhey muſt ſolemnly promiſe, vow and ſweare to their 
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a battered towne, trench, or fortreſle,to giue the firſt cou- 
ragious onſet vpon the maine battaile, or the enemies 
ſquadrons, to peirce a paſlage, and gallantly guide the 
Souldiersto the irmiſh, to ſuddaine fallies, ſurpriſes, 
eſcalados, canuaſados, and ſuch like, but alſo to obſerue, 
maintaine, and inftru& the ignorant in all militarie dire- 
ions, obſeruations, and martiall lawes of the field. 

In reſpe& hereof thoſe that be Caualliers and Gentle. 
men of this ſquadre, muſt be intertained witha ſtipend 
and greater pay then the common Souldier, and with 0- 
ther notable ſignes of manifeſt difference, by reaſon 
they either are or ought to be rhe beſt and moſt practiſed 
Souldiers in his wh band : for this word Lancia ſpez- 
zata amongſt the 7talians, is of no other (ignification, 
thena tried experience in the warres. To which Caual- 
liers he may freely and faithfully with great confidence 
and truſt, commit the charge of any office in his compa- 
nie that is vacant, orthe performance of any other enter- 
priſe or accidert, and may if he will tearme them extra- 
ordinary Lieutenants, which he muſt alwaies haue about 
him vpon any ſodaine to execute his commandement, 
and ſupply other offices when time ſhall ſerue. 

A — ought to haue ſpeciall and particular 
knowle pe of all thoſe things that appertaine to the of- 
fice of a Lieutenant, and the office of an Alfierus, which 
it he thinke good he may linke both in one, for amongſt 
diuers nations nowa dates, one man commonly ſupplies 
both their offices. 

The officeand dutie of the Sergeants of the Caual- 
liers of S. Georges {quadre, whom he muſt efteeme as ex- 
traordinarie Lieutenants of the _—_— Clarke of the 
Band, Harbinger, Drummes and Fites : and —Y the 
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dutie of euery particular and common Souldier, that 
he may preſently redreſle any thing amiſſe, and vpon 
any new accident to inſtru them either in marching, 
encamping, or fighting, ſo that he may be able rocom- 
mand them, according as time, place, and reaſon doth 
require, without contradiionor appointing that to be 
done of one Officer , which ought ro be done of an 0- 
ther : or that he doth command them to doe things not 
conuenient, and much leſflethat which is not lawtull or 
not honourable. Which order of proceeding doth ve- 
ry much diſpleaſe and bring men ot warte in miſlike of 
ſich vndire& dealings. Since the principall point and 
practiſe whereunto their exerciſe in armes doth trend, is 
to attaine reputation, honour, and credite , he muſt con- 
tinually court his Collonell and Cheiftaine, forcing him- 
ſelfe to be one of the firſt that doth ſalute him inthe mor- 
ning,and of the laſt*to depart from him in the euening, 
that thereby hee may be ſufficiently inſtruted and in- 
formed in euery particular a& and praQiſe, which is to 
be put in execution, touching the performance of any 
enterpriſe or warlike att, (ince thatin thoſe caſes a wary 
man may beſt take hold oft occalion , whereof he ought 
_ to make trial in time of warre, the which heis likewiſe to 
accompliſh, aſwell for the ſeruice of his cheife and 
Prince, as aifo for bis owne fatisfation , andthe honour, 
benefit, and reputation of his Souldiers. 

Ler him in {ome ſort prouide with as much aduantage 
and commodity as he can, that his ſouldiers baggage be 
alwates condutted from placeto place, alwaies prohibi- 
ting ſuperfluitie, and in long volages their _ and 
armes of heauie burthen : prouided that he march notin 
{u ſpeed places, andin the enemies countrie, bur not 
otherwile, ER Let 
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Lethim take order that his Souldiers be lightin ap” 
parell, ſo thatit be warme, and haue as little baggageand 
otherwiſe loadenas may be, to the intentthey may vſeall 
their diligence about their weapons, and not to hale 
backe for feare of looſing the ſame, but rather haue re- 
ſpe&ro the warie keeping of theirarmes, and that th 
may rather be more benr and determined to fight,in hope 
of gaine and honour, then ſuſpefed thorough the doubt 
of looling that which they already polleſſe. 

He mult not be couetous, neither retaine one penie of 
pay from his Souldiers, bur rather diſtribute among 
them, all the aduantages, dead paies, and capiſoldi : ro the 
intent they may be well paied and rewarded which merite 
the ſame,lo [hall he gaine honour and make them aſſured 
in perillous ſeruice. | 

t him reſtraine ſouldiers from hauing horſes,thereby 
to 2u0ide confulion, for that commonly euery one muſt 
march about the Enſigne, to the intent the rankes be not 
broken and diſturbed by horſes : And that Souldiers be 
not occupied in going abroad for forrage for their hor- 
ſes, as of neceſſitiethey muſt, which is proper to Horle- 
men and not to footmen, but onely thoſe which are to 
be permitted with the Lieutenant, the Alfierus, and ſome 
of the Caualliers of Saint Georges ſquadre,that are Gentle- 
men of greateſt experience, for that they may ſerue in 
ſteed and place of light horſemen, to view, diſcouer, con- 
duand cariea nage or commandement with great 
ſpeed, when and where need doth require. 

Itis neceſſary for him to haue ſome knowledge and 
ſightin making bulwarkes, trenches, platformes, skon- 
ces, tortreſles, and ſuch like, and toknow the nature 2nd 
qualitic of them, aſwell that with aduantage he may bee 
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able to know how to aſſault, as alſo to makethem with 
facilitie, in times and places moſt neceſſarie : which vn- 
derſtanding and Art, is particularly conuenient for him, 
conlidering the defence of men of warre in the field, for 
the moſt part conliſts aſwell in trenches, bulwarkes, and 
perte&t plattormes, as in good and well gouerned ſqua- 
dre and in maine batraile. 
He muſt haue with him a paire of lanthornes for the 
campe, ſome creſlers, linkes, or torches that blow nor 
out with the winde,and ſuch liketo vie inthe night, and 
in ſtormes and tempeſts for ſeruice of the company, as in 
roundes, alarmes &c. And for his proper commaditie 
and ornamenta pauillion or tent of ſufficient capacirie, 
veſlels to accommodate his viua!ls,and furniment for 
the fire and kitchin , of ſmall weight and diſturbance in 
cariage, and certaine houſhold ſtuffe neceſlarie for him- 
ſelfe and his traine, to the intent he may ſo neereas is pol. 
fible commodiouſly make ſupplie to the continuation of 
things requilite for victuals. He ought alwaies to lodge 
with his Band, and remaine wich the ſame both in good 
and euill, and continually thew himſelte louing and cour- 
teous, andtake ſuch part as the Souldiers doe : for con- 
trariwiſe, taking his eaſe, and ſuffering them to be lodged 
orfedde miſerably, breedeth him hatred or contempr. 
Neither ought hee to {hunne toile and trauaile, but 
carefully take delight and liking to be alwaies the firſt, 
thar with prouident prudence doth lay his hand to any 
worke, or performeany enterpriſe which is conuenient to 
bedone : for that for the moſt part the rude ſtubborne 
multitude of Souldiers is not conſtrained and forced-ſo 


much, to doe his dutie by compulſion, as they fie volun- - 
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reſpe& they haue to the example of their Superiour. 
Neither let the praiſe of the ſame be painefull vnto-him, 
for that to liue at caleand to be curious ofhis owne com- 
modious being, and ſuffer his Souldiers taſt the toiles of 
trauaile, is rather the order of a delicate Prince, then of a 
carefull and couragious Captaine. 

| Lethimnotfaile every night that he is of the watch, to 
ſend his Sergeang to take the word ſecretly of the Ser- 
geant maior, ( wherewith the watch of that night ought 
to be gouerned) or of ſome other that ſhall be appointed 
to giue it, which hee mult vſe wiſely and warily, ſince 
that negligence in like caſes may be the ruine of him and 
his company, and conſequently of a whole armie. Hee 
muſt haue tried experience, and full practiſe in all the 
points noted of mein my firſt booke, and beperfit in the 
condudt of martiall affaires., that with great facilitie hee 
may be able to know, and with great aduiſe to deale in 
all the particulars belonging toall the degrees of ſouldiers 
vnder his eſtate, and of leſle eftimation then a Cap- 
eaine. 

It behoues him to cariea valiant and:couragious heart, 
that vpon all ſuddaines he may beable ro execute allen- 
terpriſes, and that hauing ouer-viewed, ordered and dif- 
poled thoſe things that be neceſſary , he may be able to 
execute the ſame with ſuch prompt: and ready dexteritie, | 
as appertaines to the terrible and: bloudy accidents of 
armes. And although there be very few who haue ſuch 
happy ſucceſle, as they may beaccounted fortunateand 
politike both together : Neuerthel:ſle it is requiſite he be 
prudent, and diſcipher and looke before hand into ſuch 
things as are like to fall out, that he may with diſcreete 
modeſty vie either good or euill fortune, whether ſocuer 
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ſhall ariſe: for the life of manis to be compared to the 
play at Tables, in the which the player may deſire and 
deuiſe which is the beſt caſt, but am which way ſoeuer 
the dice turne, either or euill he ought with as 
diſcretion and arte as he can, accommodate himſelte and 
ſerue his turne withall. He ſhould poſleſſe and be in- 
ducd with a noble minde, that he may alwaies haue the- 
ſame inclined to diſcreet liberalitie, and nor to nigard] 
couetouſnes, by which vice we ſee many incurre and all 
into moſt opprobrious chances, into treaſons and perni- 
cious rebellions, which are men worthy of moſt ſhame- 
full corre&ions. 
I iudge it likewiſe very neceſfarie for him to be elo- 

uent, fince that qualitie hath great eficacie in perſwa- 
5 of mens mindes,which oftentimes haue much need 
to be wakened and pricked forward with a ſpurre, ſpeci- 
ally in thoſeterrible accidentsthat fall out inthe exerciſe 
of armes,which in painfull perilous ations would others 
wiſe languilh,faint,and become fearefull. Therefore let 
the loue towards God, the care of their Country, their 
preſent perill, the example of magnanimirie in their fore- 
fathers, thequarrell, cauſe, and benefits to ſoule & body, 
be meanes to make them valiantly accompliſh their as. 
He ought neuer to make conference, concerning that 
which he is to putin execution,neitherof any one thoght 
imagination, or inuention appertaining to the ſtate of 
thoſe warlike attempts and affaires, but with thoſe per- 
ſons, of whom he may aſſuredly reſerue faithfull and 
friendly counſell; for that the importance of ſuch and 
ſo great dealings,ought euer to be had in ſuſpition of dif- 
couerie. Therefore a wiſe and carefull man will euer 
hauea warieand icalous eye ouer ſuch weighty _ 
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Now the order for-him to punith his ſoldiers in caſes 
wherein they are not guilry.of death, I thinke che moſt 
important puniſhment which appertaines to the Cap- 
taine to giuethem, is openly amidſt rhe whole company 
and band, (hamefully to diſarme them,to take away their 
money and chiefeſt garments, and fo to banifhrhem and 
ſend them packing : for to put them to death, or furiou- 
ſly to beat them, belongs to the office of the Maſter of 
the Campe and Marſhall of the field, and not to the Cap- 
taine; for if he ſhould bear his ſoldiers, he ſhould make 
himſelfe hated and embalſe himlelte, and bring his ſoldi- 
ers either to become mutinous or abies. Note, that it 
is not ſufficientonely for a Captaine to haue ordained his 
Company diſcreetly, and therein to haue greatnumbers 
of good men, which is to ſay,in warlike affaires valiant 
men : but aboue all things ir is very necefſarie when he 
ſhall come to blowes and fight,he ſhould aduenture and 
performe the ſame to his manifeſt aduantage, orelſe con- 
ſtrained rhereunto by pure neceſhitie, although he ought 
to flie the laſt ſo much as heis able, obſeruing this for a 
generall rule, not to fight either by chance, either for 


pleaſure, or for ambition, as many times we ſee done by 


ralh and ambitious Chiefes and Captaines. 

Moreouer,he muſt worke in ſuch ſort, that his ſoldiers 
haue very good occalion and aptmcans to win the victo- 
ry, and that they be freſh and luſtie, to the intent that in 
fighting they may ouercome : for without theſe and like 
aduertiſements by tempting fortune, men for the moſt 
part both looſe,and are ouerthrowne. | 

Itis very conuenient he procure the hauing of an am- 
ple and autentike Patent of his Colonell, with as large 
words of fauour as may be, wherein muſt be declared * 

. the 
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the inſtance and appointment of what Prince the expedi- 
tion is made, and ſo with modeſtie and prudence he fhall 
vie the authoritie that is giuen him, = neuertheleſle 
there,as it behoues him ſo to doe. 

Ir is not requilite that in all places he ſuffer his Enſigne 
to bediſplayed ; the mannerand doing whereof ſhewes 
force and authoritie, the which many times 1s not to be . 
vſed, neither in each place : when a man is inferior to 0- 
thers,he ought to vie great dexteritie and modeltie, which 
cuer fals out both to be commodious and commendable, 

And moreouer according to the order of Paſ/a parole, 
of aduertiſements from mouth to mouth, he ought euer 
to obſerue a filent and aſſured plaine information to his 
whole band, whereby they may vpon the ſodaine alter 
aray, make alts , march ſlow or faſt, cloſe or in wide 
ranks, or prepare their peece, match and bullet for a ſud- - 
daine Alarme,inuaſion,skirmiſh, or defence. 

A Captainethart muſt leuie a band is to make his cle- 
Qion and choiſe of his officers and foldiers,not only ap- 
proued and ſufficiently experienced , but alſo vie ſuch 
ſpeedy march in his expedition and iourney, that he may 
10yne his company to the reſt of the Armie, at or before 
the appointed day and place. 

When he may march by land with his company, let 
him neuer deſire to goe by ſea, hoping to ſpare coſt and 
ſhorten time; for by becomming ſubieR to the indiſcre- 
tion of the winde, either through long abode, or ſome 
accident by ſhipwrack or tempelſts,there hath riſen many 
times great difturbance and ruine without remedie,fince 
by this defe& many good occaſions,and of greatimpor- 
tance haue bin loſt and made fruſtrate. 

He ought neuer to take journey in hand without a 
| ” guide, 
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guide, the which he muſt procure to begiuen him by the 
Chiete that doth command him, to the intent he may al- 
waies remaine excuſed and faultleſle from thoſe errors, 
that by ſuch defe&s may or do commonly ariſe z which 
diligence is not onely pars. to be vſed, when any 
journey of ſmall length is to be guided, bur if any long 
journey is to be made (not being able to do better) he 
muſt circumſpe&ly haue him alwates by his ſide, neither 
ought to haue him ſlipaway from him or abſent, ſince 
that euery ſmall error or going out of the way in a iour- 
ney and marching, doth diſpleaſe ſoldiers and warlike 
perſons, and yeelds leſſe reputation to the Captaine, who 
ought alwaies to march with them , and to prouide and 
procure through his authoritie all things neceſlarie, with 
the greateſt fauourand aduantage pofhble. 

He ought alwaies to keepe his ſoldiers exerciſed, by 
often view and muſter of them, marching. ſometimes 
along in rankes by 3.5.7.andg.&c.ina ranke : ſometime 
in trayning them in Rings, Eſles, Dees, Battailes, Squa- 
. drons,turning one rank throughan other,in leading them 
to skirmiſh,& in ſuch ſortpraQiſe them daily. And alſo - 
he muſt cauſe his ſoldiers to ſhoot vollees of ſhot, ſome- 
times all at once, ſometimes by rankes, and ſometimes 
mixed : the which vollees vpon the ſigne or ſound of 
drum, or word of mouth by the Captaine muſt be ac- 
compliſhed with celeritie, and cloſely togither and cun- 
Ks a and not out of diſorder or by peeces, a great 
while one after another, but vpon their diſcharge,jioynt! 
togither z- without rumor, noiſe or tumule they muſt al 
charge againe, and vpon a {igne giuen by the Captaine, 
giuea fieth vollee &c,

He muſt likewiſe delightto ſee them well armed with 
all forts of armes, euery one according tothe weapon he 
beares: and ſometimes likewiſe exerciſe thera in run- 
ning, leaping, wraſtling, throwing the barre, and ordina- 
rily cauſe them to be wakened in the morning betimes, 
charging the drums to ſtrike the Dianathroughout the 
whole quarter. 

A Captaine may at all times accompanie his band with 
the ſound of drum and fife, which muſt giue order to 
their continuall march, and dire&s all their other enter- 
priſes, vnleſle to accompany priſoners,to entrench,make 

laine the way, to make and carry fagots, baskets,or ga- 

ions from the wood, and ſuch like ſeruile and peſantly 
ſeruice, hardly digeſted of honorable ſoldiers. 

Heto the intent he may be both loued and obeyed of 
his ſoldiers, muſt apply himſelf to be prouident and po- 
litike in pacifying diſcords,and all ſuch difference as {hall 
ariſe amongſt them, wherein it he finde any obſtinate, fo 
ſoone as he hath performed his indeuour, and that there- 
| by they will not agrce and become friands, ſo ſoone as 
their pay is ended,he ought to diſcharge them. In times 
paſt it hath bin vſed of notable Colonels to permit the 
combar, and cauſe them to fightir out,thereby to extin- 
puiſh their obſtination, to bridle their furie, and giue no- 
table example to the reſt : the which order although it 
hath bin tryed to auaile very much for their good go- 
uernment, yet it is not to be vſed amongſt Chriſtians, 
Councells of Dinines hauing forbidden the ſame; vn- 
leſle to feare the parties he faigne that the ſame ſhall be 
performed of them to the vttermoſt, and atthe joyning 
In fight to cauſe them ſtay, and take other order of pus 
nilhmenc,except they accord,and to diſcharge them. - 
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A Captaine ought to vſe all art and induſtry to invade, 
endomage,and ouerthrow the enemie, ſpecially infidels: 
and aboue all things to be franke of minde, and to feare 
nothing but diſhoneſt fame : lixewiſe that he purchaſe 
authoritie amongſt his ſoldiers by meanes of vertue and 
valour ; let him procure by pratiſeand effeQuall expe- 
rience to be accounted a wiſe and a worthy valiant Cap- 
taine, rather than to beare the name of a limple, weake, 
and vndiſcreet Colonell : for the name of a Captaine is 
a type andtitle of ſpeciall honor. | 

He muſt likewiſtin reſpe& ofa certaine inward deſire 
of emulation, not cariea baſe and abie& minde, but till 
aſpiring with great ſubtiltie, by good inuention and in- 
duſtry, of a firme and faithfull diſpoſition, and neuer 
ſubie& to forgerttulnes, to the intent he may retaine in 
memory thoſe things that be well done,andall commen- 
dable enterpriſes, the which do marueilouſly and incre- 
dibly delight and feede mens mindes and diſpoſitions. 

A Captaine muſt euer take care that his whole charge 
be (till furniſhed with men,armour,weapons and muniti- 
ons, with all things needtull, and diſtibuted at conueni- 
ent times. 

He muſt ſuffer none through idleneſle to negle& his 
armour, weapons and other furniture, whereby he ſhall 
grow vnready to ſeruice at neede, but giue his officers 
commandment circumſpeRly to looke to the ſame. 

Soldiers ſhould be prohibited from ouer-much liberty, 
neither to vſe whore-hunting, drunkennefſe, common 
ſwearing, quarrelling,fighting,couſening,or ſuch like,but 
ſpeedy corre&tion W vled. 
| Prouilion of vituals;armour & munition being made, 
it muſt diſcreetly be vſed in due time by vituallers ap-

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Pointed,and to be diſtributed vnto the ſoldiers,and to ſee 
That the viuallers and other artificers, lending vnto ſol- 
diers vpon their credit at neede, vnt:il their pay day, may 
be truely ſatisfied. 

If any ſoldiers be taken priſoners, to be ranſomed 
home in due time, that his bands remaine not vnfur- 
niſhed. 

Diuers points of ſeruice are committed to the Cap- 
taine, wherein great diſcretion and leruice isto be vied, 
as ina Conuoy,Canuilado, Ambuſh, Skirmiſh, Approch, 
Aſſault,retreic, ſurpriſe, paſſage of riuers,ſtreights, ſodaine 
fortifications, diſconeries,&c. As in theſe and ſuch like 
occurrences, it is neceſlarie to vſe the aduiſe of expert 
ſoldiers, whoſe opinions are worthy to be obſerued, gra- 
tifying and rewarding them according to the value of 
their counſels.. So likewiſe a Captaine muſt ſometimes 
proue, and circumſpeRly try by fained pretences, afhr- 
ming that he meanes to performe certaine exploits, and 
will march to ſome place, nothing intending the ſame, 
to the intent to diſcipher thoſe that be buſie-bodies, raſh 
and vnlecret in counſell, and ſuch as preſume without 
knowledge or experience; afterward reucaling the ſame, 
may try the truth and puniſh the offenders,as to his dutie 
and office is conuenient.

HO. and worthy Colonell, after he hath a lawfull 
diſpatch of his Prince, and hath obtained his parent 
and preſt money, to condu@ thax number of ſoldiers hs 

00g ee da oye charge: 
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charge atid expeditton (hall containe,with all conuenient 
diiigence,and according as he is appointed, he muſt make 
ele&ion of as many Captaines as be needfull,diſtributing 
toeuery one 309 for a band, which number is. of moſt 
conuenient quantitie: for by reducing companies to 2 
leſſe number, as in our time is vſed, ſpecially amongſt the 
Spaniards and Italians, and followed by the French and 
Engliſh, they may rather carry thenawe of Lieutenants 
and Centurions,than beare the tixle of Captaines.Beſides 
a band being made of a ſmall number, the Treaſurers 
conſume much more money amongſt the great ſtore of 
officers, the which ought to be by all meanes poſſible 
auoyded of a politike Generall, and of a prudent Prince, 
to auoide extraordinarie expence and confuſion, which 
doth eaſily ariſe amongſt the multitude of officers. 

He mult be prouident to entertaine thoſe that be old 
Capraines,praQtiſed and bearing a good port,and that be 
loued and delired of the ſoldiers, whom he ought to ac- 
companie and prefer with the greateſt authoritie he can 
giue, with ample, ſealed, and autentike Patents, thereby 
more ſpeedily and more ealily he may accompliſh his 
affaires. 

It is requiſite he equally impart to euery one,the quan- 
titie of that preſt money he hath receiued,to the intentthe 
Captaine and the officers ariſe notto be burdened,raxed, 
and conſumed by ordinarie and extraordinarie meanes, 
and other manifeſt wayes about thoſe affaires; and to 
the intent the ſoldiers may taſte of beneuolence of their 
Colonel : for by that meanes credit is ſuſtained, and his 
traine augmented, a thing moſt neceſſarie to-perſonages 
that ſupply ſogreata place. For it is requiſite that men 
inthe beginning benot diſcouraged for want ofneceſlary 
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ouilion, yea rather to lend of his owne ( conſidering 
bole to be paid againe ) then his ſouldiers ſhould bee 
brought to any extremity. | 

The diſtribution of the preſt-money ought to be pre- 
ferred with great prudence , for afterwards at the banke, 
the ſame otherwiſe may be retained, and ſubſtration 
made of all the whole money , either in the firſt pay or 
thoſe that follow, more or leſle as it ſeemes expedient, 
png for the vie and commoditie of the ſouldiers, 
con(idering (that according to the Prouerb) a man can 
hardly ar any time ſerue two maſters, and therefore hee 
muſt ftand vpon this ſpeciall point, to be more carefull 
notto doe any thing preiudiciallro the honourable exer- 
ciſe of armes, then to pleaſe the couetousand inſatiable 
humour of ſome Captaines, whom in effe& it pleaſures 
bur little, in reſpe& their greedy delire is neuer ſatisfied : 
Neuertheleſle it falls out to bee a maruellous lofſe and 
hinderance totheenterpriſe, ſpecially ro men of valour 
and ſouldiers, without whoſe aide a Collonell is but of 
ſmall forceand value: And to conclude, money muſtal- 
waies be procured, diſperſed and ſpent with grear diſcre- 
tion, order, and con(ideration, {incethe ſame is ſo ne- 
ceſſarie to man, as it is called the {ſinewes of warres. 

Itis athing molt requilite that he carrie with himat 
the leaſt, one Miniſter, a man of good life, who may ex- 
emplarly attend about the care of Eccleliaſticall matters, 
whereinaboue all other things we oughtthorowly to be 
ſtaid and inſtruQed. 

He muſt likewiſe haue in his regiment beſides the or- 
dinary Surgeons, an exce{lent and tried Phiſition , well 
prouided of all drugs and fpiceries, and of other things 
neceſlarie to be miniſtred to thoſe that be ſicke. oe 

is 
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His Lieutenant for his regiment muſt be of a fingular 
ualitie and excellent experience, who not onely muſt 
particularly gouerne his owne band and company , but 
alſo with great prudence and policie take care and charge 
ouer all the people which are1n the bands vnder his Co- 
lonell, wherein the Lieutenant muſt proceed according 
to my rules for the Lieutenant of a priuate band, and the 
notes in my ſecond and third booke, His owne Altierus 
as Generall and Superiour to the reſt of the Enligne- 
bearers vnder his Collonnel{hip, muſt bee guided and 
gouerned by a (ingular and ſubſtantiall ſouldier , a Gen- 
tleman of an auncient houſe, courteous, wiſe and en- 
dowed with good conditions. | 
The ſame order he ought likewiſe to obſerue, in the e- 
lefion of his Caualliers of the ſquadre, of his Sergeants, 
of his Corporalls, of his Drummers, and euery other 
Officer. Itis athing moſt neceſlary and convenient, as 
in my ſecond booke, and the ofhce of a Captaine I haue 
touched, that a Collonell ſhould retaine in his regiment, 
and ſpecially in his owne band about him, a number of 
wiſeand worthy ſouldiers, to be the Gentlemen of his 
company, Lance Spezzate, or ſerue for extraordinane 
Lieutenants,whom the Collonell muſt not onely vie and 
entreat well with an aduantage intheir pay, butallſo feaſt 
them, cheriſh them, and'ſet them oftentimes by courſe ar 
his owne table,and alwaies ſhew them acourteous coun- 
tenance, with which ſhew of friendly courtelte, ſouldiers 
beincredibly fedde, and contrariwiſe maruelloully dil- 
pleaſed with the hautie lookes of proud difdaine. For all 
thoſe that make profeſſion of this worthy Arr, are of 
great curioſicie and courage, and therefore men of warre 
ought neuer ( againſt right) be villanouſly handled bl 
- ace 
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ther in word, deed or countenance. 
He muſt create a Fa cant _ Jer is a ſouldier of 
reat experience, and that particularly is a profeſſour of 
that oe,0g the end he ona dy «wa is to bee 
preferredin euery praiſe : ſuch a one as can yeeld there- 
of a perte&taccountand diſcourſe, and that conſequent- 
ly can much better by deed then by word execute any 
enterpriſe. And for that in his office it is neceſlarie for 
him to vary and change purpoſe , with infinite adyertiſe- 
ments and conſiderations, as the ſhortneſle of timenow 
and then requires, the diſcommoditie of the place and 
ſeat thereof doth inforce, the order of the enemies doth 
conſtraine, or according to his owne proper pollicie, or 
the prouident prudence of his Collonell : but for that 
this place doth not permit to ſpeake particularly of eue- 
ry point, I will paſſe oner the fame, and onely referre all 
to theprouidence ofhis leng and approued experience, 
which of necefitieis required vnto him , which Ifurther 
— my following diſcourſe of the Sergeant Maior 
enc "A 

, He ought to make a Marſhall of his lodgings , who 
muſt be his principall Furrierand Harbinger, that muſt 
attend with great diligence, to procure lodging for all, 
without pleaſing any one particular perſon for any pris 
uate commoditie whatſoeuer, but muſt equally diltri- 
| bute,anddepartthe quarters and lodgingsaccording as 
neede requires: neitheris it to be borne withall, that hee 
doe make free any houſes or lodgings, neither go about 
any ſuch like gaine, a moſt diſhoneſt and vnlawfull rob- 
berie,which oftentimes doth cauſe great lofle & diſcom- 
moditic to men of warre , ſmall reputation to their Con- 
duRtour, and great vexation and Sharbance to the poore 
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people, who for the moſtparrare innocent. "The Collo- 
nels Harbinger having allotred out lodgings to every 
band he muſt prefer the particular diftibution tothe vn- 
der Harbingers. | p 

A generall Drummer ought likewiſe to be created and 
appointed, who may take charge and care ouerall the reſt 
of the Drummers , whoſe office and cuſtome among 
themis to conſerue and keepe orders, to the intent they 
may be obeyed, and that euery one perfurme his dutic 
appertaining to his office, as to ſtrike the batterie in mar- 
ching in batcaile, or diſſeuered , to make genetall bands 
and cries, in the morning, in the euening at the cloſing 
of the night, and in ſounding the march, the call, the 
charge, the bartell, the retrait, with ſuch other like obſer- 
uations and neceſ{arie things to be done. ALep 

He muſt procureto haue part of every munition for 
his regiment,out ofthe principall and generall munition, 
as corllers, pikes, halberds, hargabuſes with their furni- 
ture, match, lead, pouder, of all ſort of viftuall, andeach 
thing elſe as occalion and neceffitie requires, which hee 
mult cauſe his Sergeant maior to diſtnbute amongſt his 
bands, that his ſouldiers be notexated onthe priſe. I he 
like diuilion he muſt cauſe himto make by moaey it ſelte, 
but never morethen that which refts as due to x ae . Os 
many very maliciouſly haue accuſtomed to doe, making 
merchandiſe thereof to the loſle and ruine of their ſoul- 
diers: towards whom they are bound continual!y ro 
proumn manifeſt commoditie and profir. The like isto 

obſerued inall other things neceſſarie and comform. 
ableto this before ſaid , withour ſelling of furniture to 
them of exceſſive priſe, for nothing is more diſhonoura- 


ble or more miſerable, then to extort vpon ſouldiers. 
| 0 | t 
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It is vety. requiſite that. hee examine the elefion;and 
choiſe, that eueryCaptaine hath made of his Officers in 
euery band, and whether they doe thorowly poſſeſſeor 
approach very neere tothe perfit experience by ought 
to doe, of whom-and not qtherwile he ſhall like and al- 
low. Note that:theſeaduertiſements , make manifeſt ap+ 
parence; and ſets forth to the view of the world, the in- 
ward valourof'the ConduQourand Collonell : for if he 
negle& theſe obſeruations, the contrarie doth eaſily en- 
ſue, I indge ita thing notout of ſquare, bat rather moſt 
expedient;;that the one halfe of the Caualliers of the 
choiſe {quadre ſhould be Hargabufiers on horſe-backe, 
ſpecially;when wartes be madein' large and open coun- 
tries, or elſe howſoeuer it be ſituate: for being men of va- 
lour, they may both on hor{backe and foote doe great 
ſeruice; as often hath beenetried by manifeſt experience. 
| inourtime, ſpecially in the late warres of Flanders, vn- 
der my Collonell the Baron of Shezeray, in feruice of 
Dox lohn of- Asfiria, and the Prince of Parma, where I 
being of the numberiof the Gentlemen of his owne 
band, haue ſeene daily excellent good Teruice done by 
them, as well by diſcouering the enemies ambuſcades, as 
to draw them-1nto the danger of our footemen. And 
likewiſe in the ſpeedy taking and keeping a paſſage ofim- 
portance, 1n winning aduertiſemenrs =s the watch- 
word from theenemy,in taking Priſoners,in breaking the 
way for tree paſlage, in. clearing and beating the high- 
wats, and ſcouring them free from the enemie and Free- 
booters, in making roades, courſes and incurſions, in diſ- 
couering the. Countrey and taking view thereof like to- 
light horſemen, ſpecially in the abſence of the Cauallery 
of the campe.. And therefore I conclude that they __ 
c 
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befonnd to bea knot and kinde of neceſſary fouldiers, 
prouided that they be praQiſed, and aboue all full of va- 
lourand aſpiring mindes, and not to be common ſoul- 
diers, taken at vnawares out of ordinary bands of foot- 
men, neither ſuch as carry a dull, baſe and abie& minde 
ordiſpolition, | 
..: Itthe Colonell had the authority to be able to keepe 
togethera band with a Standerd or Guidon, &atrumpet 
to them, they would doe (ingular good ſeruice, which 
neuertheleſſe when ſcruice on foote didcallthem forth, 
might deltuer vp their horſes, lances , and hargabuſhes 
with fire-lockes vnto their ſeruants, kept and maintained 
for that purpoſe, and enterinto ranke or battaile amongſt 
the reſt of the Caualliers ſquadre, and ſo ſhould the or- 
dinarie and common cultome of haning horſes amongft 

riuate ſouldicrs be auoided, ſaueſuch as are permitred 
and granted to ſome Othcers,as in my former diſcourſes . 
I hauc already declared. The. which obſeruation ſhall 
bring to patlethat the ſouldiers in marching and in other 
enterpriſes ſhall go together, and be vnited about the 
Enſigne, which is a thing moſt conuenient and neceſlarie, 
and ought greatly to be ſhunned, for that horſes by ouer- 
thwart trauerling are accuſtomed to deface the ſquares, 
and breake the rankes of the footmens battailes, which 
truely is very odious and of great diſturbance and dif- 
commodity : but that which I ſpeake of this extraordina- 
rie band is to be vnderſtood and taken , when there is no 
ordinarie bands of horſemen ioyned te a Collonells re- 
giment. He ought to take vigilant” care that the Gentle- 
menof his band and Caualliers of his ſquadre, being 
continually -about his perſon doe diligently performe, 


that which they are appointed of him to doe by commil- 
S 2 flon 
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ſion or otherwiſe, and that they make faithfull and trac 
relation to him of euery particular thing, that he may be 
euer fully informed of all things, and chiefly _ 
which doth paſſe in the watch worthy and neceſſary to 
be noted, as well by day as by night, ſince that by going 
the round, which doth appertaine principally to theſe 
Caualliers , many things of moment and impartance 
may very well be obſerued, being able to execute any of 
the inferiour offices, and both quickly conceiue and ſen(i- 
bly vtter any new accident. 

The Collonell muſt moſt carefully with humble cour- 
telie court his Captaine-generall ; vſe great reſpe& to- 
. wards him, obey him, and giue him faithfull counſell : 
and to the end hemay performe this thorow well, hee 
muſt neuer refuſe toile or trauell, {incethatto take paine 
about matters of like importance, is agreeable and con- 
| uenientto honourable perſonages his equals, whereas 
ealie delicacie and curiolitie appertaines to women, or 0- 
ther effeminate perſons , who eſteeme more of belly- 
cheere, gallant atrire and riches ,.then of the peereleile 
priſe of valourand vertue,.and that prefer a fraile body 

efore an immorrtall ſoule. 

Some hold. opinion that a Collanell-hauing to allor our 
what number of pikes, ſhort weapons, and ſhotisto be 
in cuery band, that it is farre better to haye but one ſort of 
weapons, ſo thall the Captaine euer accompany his own 
ſouldiers, whereas otherwiſe they being diſſeuered ina 
ftand-battaile, he muſt eyher loſe the company: of his 
{hot or pikes, the one of them. being committed.to a Se- 
cond, and the ſhort weapons to a T hird, which doth no- 
thing ſo much encourage the Souldier, as to ſee his Cap- 
| tainecompanion of his perils, and the contrarie no lelſe 

diſmaicth 
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diſmaieth him : bur for that foughten fields chance ſel- 

dome in ourtime, I ceaſe to wade furthertherein., onel 
aduertiſing that amongſt the reſt of his ſouldiers, the 
armed pikes mult be gently vſed, ſhewing them a cheere- 
tulland good countenance, who muſt bee choſen men, 
very hardy and valiant. 

He muſt procure that his Officers diligently performe 
his commiſhons, and that faithfully they make relation 
of euery particular thing, that he may be enformed of all, 
and eſpecially that which happens inwards, as well in 
the day as in the night, for they going in circuit, as ap- 
pertaines vnto them, may well perceiue what chanceth 
of any great importance. So that by obſeruing theſe ad- 
uertiſements, the induftrie of the Leader doth appeare, 
whereas not being well looked vnto great ruine doth 
ariſe. | 

To conclude, when his regiment is diſcharged, ei- 
theratthe end of the warres or otherwiſe, hee ought to 
take carethat heinany wiſe procure, that they may bee 
conduRed wholy together, and afterwards diſband them 
in ſucha place; as from thence euery ſouldicr may eatily 
and without feare tranſport himſelfe into his owne coun- 
trie, and if it be poffible, hauing his health, his armee, 
and his apparell entire : for otherwiſe if ſouldiers be dif- 
ſeuered in far countries, they ſuffer great inconuenience, 
in hard and difficile paſſages , in-victuals and lodgings, 

the which doth —_ their deſtruction, the diſcredite and 


dilhonour of their ConduRour, and isa great blot in the 
fame of our nation, as thoſe that haue ſcene Hollandand 
the Low-countries can witnes : wherfore it is a thing to be 
I for the increaſe of our credite and old naturall 
valour.

Note that all Pikes of the ſame company ought to be 
of one length, otherwiſe if they diſagree,they will be vn- 
comely, and ſeeme to the beholders like vnto Organ- 
pipes, which be of different lengths. Moreover, they are 
very vnprofitable tor ſeruice,for they will greatly trouble 
each other, and eſpecially the huge and long pikes, and 
therefore are to be refuſed. Likewiſea ſhort pike is not 
good ina maine ſquare, neither in campe or battell, ex- 
ceptit be in ſtrait and narrow places. 


Secondl 'y, for the ordering and arming of a 
iduketeere. 


I; is conuenient that the barrell or canon of his peece

He Muſter-Maſter alſo may be accounted an Officer 

as it were dependant on the Treaſurer, for that his 
dutie is nothing elſe, but by often reviewing of the 
bands, to ſee how euery Captaines band is furnithed (ac- 
cording to my former dire&ions for the arming both 
pike and musket) noting the defaults from timeto time, 
and the ſupplies; and thereof to make a perfe& booke, 
exhibiting the ſame at the pay day to the Treaſurer, that 
allowance may be made to the Colonels and Captaines 
accord!

A Rnle to ſet Souldiers in aray. 


'T He Footmen being aſſembled at the place where 

4 theyare to be ſet in aray: Firſt, you muſt foreſee, 
that the ground be fit. and capable for the purpoſe, that 
the aray .may commodiouſlly turne to the right or left 
hand, as much as may be neuertheleſle, according to the 
number of ſoldiers you haue, you are to proceed in this 
ſort as followeth. 

Firft, ro wit that all the ſoldiers of a band of foot- 
men are bound by the law of Armes, forthwith and as 
ſoone as they ſhall heare the Drum beat a Call to repaire 
to the Colours, vnder paine &c. except that ſicknes be 
the cauſe thereof; or that hauing a licence or forelofe 
they may thereby excuſe themſelues. Bur to returne=: 
you are to begin 11 this order following : Firſt, you are 
to drai the pikes by themſelues on the one {ide, rogither 
with the Enligne : and _ the other (ide all the muske- 
tiers, ſomewhat aloofe diſtant from the pikes, beginning 
to makethe musketiers march ſo many inarankeas you 
liſt, parting them neuerthelefle according to their. num- 
ber: you may putthem from 3 to 12 in aranke; foritis 
not often ſeene that more than 1 1 is put in aranke, how 
great ſocuer thenumber ofthe footmen be: neither in 
troth ought they to be any more than 11 in a ranke: 
for when they paſle 1 1 or 12 they are not-to be accoun- 
tedan array,but rather a battaile: I haue omitted to write 
herein of the placing of my officers belonging to a com- | 
pany of footmen, you ſhall finde it plainely ſer downe 
in the march, and at the RY of the exerciſe of 
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raining: ſoto returne , hauing then placed the number 
of musketiers you ſhall thinke'good of to beinaranke, 
you ſhall cauſe them to marctr in goed proportion, ſen- 
ding forth one ranke after an other; the Sargeant Rtand- 
ing ſtill on the one (ide, cauling them to paſſe before 
him, iudging by the eye-{ight from Ranke to Ranke of 
all the ſoldiers, one by one, whether they be right in line, 
obſcruing true diſtance: and alſo that they carry their 
Armes in warlike order ; for this is the beauty of an aray. 
Moreouer the Sargeant hauing ſpeciall reſpe&toaccoms- 
modate and place atthe head of the array,the Gentlemen 
of the company, and allo the. Corporals which carry 
muskets ; placing next vnto them the beſt men, and che 
belt ſurniſhed ſoldiers ; and placing alſo at the Reare of 
the batrell your beſt men, and the reſt of your beſt ar- 
med; to the intent rhe aray may ſhew the better : foraſ- 


mach as when theyare diuided into aray, the musketiers - 


from the pikemen, and that they turnetheir faces; then 
the backepart or Reare is maderhe front: therefore the 
Reare ought to be as well furnithedas the front,as I baue 
faid beforen the dutie of a Sargeant: the which if you 
deſire to doe, it is neceſlarie you put in the mid{t of the 
Rankesthe weakeſt and worlt furmihed z aduertiling the

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Iſt both pikes and muskets are to be ordered into 

' files of 10 deepe, the musketiers in marching are 
ſometimes placed in the front, ſometimes in the trone 
and ſometimes in the Reare of the pikes, burmoſtcom- 
monly being in ſingle aray they are to march both.inche 
Front and Reare : In maine battell the ſoldiers are pla- 
ced ſometimes inthe right flanke, ſometimes in both the 
flankes; and ſomerimes it wiltbe commanded that they 
be brought in the Front of the' bacraile, and-alfoin the 
Reare. | 

In-excrciiing the motions there are two diſtances to 
be kept. | 

The firſt is wheneuery oneis diſtant from his fellow 
6 roote ſquare; that is,in File and Ranke 6 foote. 

The ſecond is when euery ſoldier is 3 foote diftant 
one from another, as well in File as in Ranke: And in 
reſpe& the meaſure of ſuch diſtances.cannotalwaies be 
taken evenly by the racke of theeye; the diſtance of 
6 foote betweene the files is meaſured, whenthe ſoldiers 
ſtretching out their armes, doe touch one anothers 
bands: and betwixtthe Rankes, when thatthe ends of 
their pikes-come very neere to the hams of therfi that 
march before them : And the diſtatice of 3 foot betwixt 
the Files is when their elbowes touch one another : and 
betwixt their Rankes when they come to touch theends 
of one anothers Rapiers or ſwords. In marching _—

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field the diſtance of 3 foote from File to File is kept, 

and of 6'foote from Kanke toRanke, when the ſoldiers 
order themſelues in battell ; and alſo when they march 
towards rhe enemie, the diſtance of 4 foote both in File 
and Ranke is to be obſerued. And likewiſe in conner- 
fion or wheeling. The musketiers making ready to 
{hoote by rankes keepe the fame diſtance of 3 foore, 
but going .to skirmiſh they goe 4 /a a;/abande, that is, 
out of order. . 

There is alſo vſed another order of diſtance; which 
is ſcldome obſcrued but for to receiue the enemie with 
a firme ſtand, and ferueth for the pikes onely : for the 
musketiers cannot ſtand ſo cloſe in files, becauſe they 
muſt baue their armes ar liberty, and thar is,when evei 
diſtance tram file to file is a foote and a halfe,and 3 foote 
from Ranke to Ranke : and this laſt diſtance is thus com- 
manded : Cloſe your ſelues throughly, But it is 
not to be taught the ſoldiers : for that when neceflitie 
ſhall require it, they will cloſe themſeluestoo much of 
their owneaccord without command.

| 2s not-omit to put in memorie vnto them that 
know not of the particulars of thoſe things and order 
thatare required in making a batrell of footmen. There- 
fore thoſe which would makea battell of footmen; muſt 
be aduertiſed that in ſhutting vp the ſaid battell,the ranks 
of pikes as well armed as vnarmed, muſt not raiſe vp 
confuſedly, but with order; thatis, when the Sargeant 
maior, Captaine, or Lieutenant ſhall ay :

Towir, 
that both drummes and fifes were firſt inuented by the 
Switzers, wherewith they will euen live and die in all 
manner of fight. : The Almaines alſo inuented a pipe 
which.is called by them Schalmeyen, Some nations when 
they doe fighta pitched field by reaſon of the tumult,and 
rumour. that will grow amongſt the ſouldiers , they 
have trumpets to. giue the charge,which yeeldeth great 
comfart to. the ſouldiers in regard that they heare the 
ecchoand ſound of the trumpets ſo plaine, that in all 
diftreſſe they doe not onely keep aber cn butalſo know 
their charge. Therefore in forraine Countries the foot- 
menareas well nted inall points of warre which 
the aid trumpets doe vieto ſound that they know their 
chargeeuen as well as horſemen doe. But to returneto 
the matter aforeſaid : the T#rke when he doth either ex- 
pe& the e giuen him by his enemies, or when he 
will giue a e &c. it will bee commanded that a 
Drummer ſhall ride from ranke toranke to giuetheſoul- 
diers noticeby a ſoft ſound : And as touching marching, 
it is to be viderſtood that ſome kinde of march o__ 
induction 
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induction ; other ſomea deduRion on the right or lefe 
hand ; andthatin ſingle, double, treble, or quadruple 
fided bartell : in a lingle when one enemie is feared ; ina 
double when two; inatreble when three ; and in aqua- 
druble when the enemie purpoſeth toinuade on all ſides : 
Thereforethe march is vndertaken ſometimes ina ſingle 
challenge, and ſometimes in a twofold challenge, or 
elſcin a threefold challenge, orina fourefold challenge. 
The ſouldiers, both Pikemen and Musketeares are to be 
diuided into companies, and euery company is to conſilt 
halfe of pikes, and halfe of muskereares. 

The companies happen and fall out ſometimes to be 
morein number, and ſometimes lefle ; ſome extend to 
109. men, ſome 209. lome 3oo. ſome 400. and fo forth 
eill 899. men or more. Euery company ought to haue 
theſe Officers foliowing: + Comin, a Lieutenant, an 
Enſigne, rwoSergeants, three Corporalls, two Drums; 
bur by the opinion of many worthy ſouldiers, euery 
hundrech men ought to haue a Drumme ; the reaſon 
whereof I omit to ſpeake thereof in this place, and re- 
curneto the matter : ir will be needfull fora Captaine to 
hauein his company for necellarie vſes a Clarke , a Sur- 
geon, anda Prouoſt. Companies are drawne into Regi- 
ments, and the Regiments are euer to be commanded 
by Coronells: Regiments doe ſometimes likewiſe differ 
in the number of companies, ſome conliſt of 6. ſome 
of 7. ſome of 8. or 10. ſome 15. &c. In the ordering, 
and managing of cuery regiment is to be required a Co- 
ronell &c,
